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THE SENATE'S DEAD-LOCK 


ANOTHER DAY SPENT IN FOOLISH 
DEBATE. 

NO INDICATIONS OF EITHER PARTY YIELDING 
—THE INTENTIONS OF THE REPUBLICANS 
CLEARLY STATED—MR. KELLOGG AGAIN 
REPLIES TO THE WEAK STATEMENTS OF 
HIS COLLEAGUE. 


WASHINGTON, March 31.—Another day 
has passed, and the dead-lock in the Senate is 
unbroken, At the beginning of the session to- 
day, Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, who has 
been absent on account of illness, made a short 
Epeech, in which he indicated that the Repub- 
licans firmly adhered to their original deter- 
mination. He also asserted that the contest 
had a deeper meaning than had generally 
been assigned to it. The Bourbons of the 
solid South feared that Mr. Mahone, if wel- 
comed and successfully defended and upheld 
by the Republicans of the Senate, would take 
bis State out of the Bourbon line at the com- 
ing election. Therefure, the Southern Sena- 
tors, instructed from their homes and moved 
by the instinct of self-preservation, were en- 
deavoring to make Mr. Mahone odious in his 
Btate. 

The debate, which was continued for five 
hours, had few interesting passages. The tissue 
ballot frauds were the subject of some earnest 
remarks made by Mr. Dawes, and Mr. Jones, 
of Florida, defended the financial administra- 
tion of his party in his State. Mr. Jonas very 
foolishly attempted to reply to Mr. Kellogg’s 
review of Democratic repudiation in Louisiana. 
This gave Mr. Keilogg another opportunity, 
which ke improved. His speech was decidedly 
the best which has been made at this session. 
Again he described his efforts to redeem the 
credit of Louisiana and the almost incredible 
faithlessness of the Democrats who after- 
ward came into power. Again he told 
the story of the bondholders in Europe 
and America, who accepted his refunding 
pian, and who believed the promises of the 
Democrats that they would sustain the credit 
which he established, but who discovered that 
public credit was a burdensome nuisance in 
the opinion of the Bourbons. Mr. Jonas was 
the representative of these men, and could he 
object-to Riddleberger? Turning from the 
financial record of the Democrats, he drew an 
impressive picture of their government of 
the colored men by assassination and in- 
timidation, As he leid down fact af- 
ter fact, and proof after proof before 
the eyes of his colleague, the latter hastened 
to Mr. Voorhees and others and begged for 
assistance. Volumes were brought from the 
cocument-room, and the leaves were hastily 
turned in the search for something which 
could be used in defense.

While not so well adapted to the cold legal de- 
boces of the Senate, as the style which is most 
in vogue in that body, itis admirably suited 

» political contests. 

The filibustering which followed the ad- 
dresses of the Louisiana Senators was relieved 
by a little passage between Mr. Beck and Gen. 
Logan. The latter directed attention to Mr. 
Beck’s position in relation to the national debt 
lirectly after the war, asking whether, in 1866, 
he had not taken the position that, unless the 
people of Kentucky were paid for their slaves, 
xe would be in favor of repudiating the na- 
tional debt. Mr. Beck rejoined by inquiring 
whether Mr. Logan had any evidence that he 
sver took any such position. Mr. Logan re- 
olied that he had read that. Afr. Beck declined 
jo answer anything, unless some statement was 
jade showing that he had ever made such a 
jeclaration. If so, it was a lie. 

Mr. Logan—I suppose the gentleman means 
that the person who made that statement lies ? 

Mr. Beck—Many things get into the papers 

hich are not true. 

The genial Senator from Kentucky, who has 
been quite adroit in pointing out the sore spots 
on the Republican side ina humorous way, 
was stung by Gen. Logan’s allusion, and was 
in danger of losing his temper. At one time 
he seemed inclined to add to the ammunition 
which Mr. Hill had so opportunely furnished 
to the Republicans, but he saw his error before 
t was too late and recovered his wisdom and 
elf-possession. The Senate adjourned on Mr. 
Dawes’s motion. 

There are no indications that either side will 
yield, but the Democrats profess to believe that 
the President’s nominations will in some way 
divide the Republican side in a few days, or 
that at least some Republicans will join them 
in voting for an executive session.

A QUESTION OF AUTHORITY. 

SHERMAN AND HAZEN QUARRELING 
ABOUT DETAILS FOR SIGNAL DUTY. 

Wasnineton, March 81.—There is quite 
2 breeze in the War Department growing out 
of antagonisms between Gen. Sherman and 
Gen. Hazen, Chief Signal Officer, respecting 
the detail of officers for instruction in signal 
duty. Formerly these details were of officers 
selected by Gen. Myér, and Gen. Hazen de- 
sires naturally to follow the same rule and se- 
lect his own assistants and subordinates, 
The right to make these selections was 
always disputed by Gen. Sherman and the 
Adjntant-General of the Army, but Gen. 
Mver always managed to carry his point and 
secure a decision of the Secretary of War, or 
of the President, in his favor. <A general 
order has been issued by the War Department 
lirecting that the selection.of officers for detail 
© duty in the signal service shall be made by 
the General of the Army, and that all officers so 
detailed shall have the consent of the Cclonels 
rommanding the respective regiments from 
svhich the details are sought to be made. The 
order also provides for a fixed term of service 
for the officers detailed. Gen. Hazen insists 
that he should control the selection of these of- 
ficars, and, as there are eight officers to be de- 
tailed for instruction and duty with the Signal 
Corps, the dispute is becoming nesesng S0 
many officers seeking this detail. he 
late Gen. Myer so menaged his af- 
fairs as to secure the detail of of- 
ficers loyal to him, with whom ke could 
co-operate, and in whom he reposed confi- 
dence, Gen. Hazen is naturally disposed the 
same way, and has urged his views upon Sec- 
retary Lincoln with great pertinacity. Secre- 
tary Lincoln, however, inclines to the opinion 
that the General of the Army is the proper 
person to regulate this matter, and that the 
Chief Signal Officer should have no authority 
to select officers for detail to duty under him. 
It is the old fight of Gen, Myer over again, 
with the chances favoring Gen. Sherman.

THE SURPLUS REVENUES. 

Wasninetron, March 31.—In consequence 
of the large disbursements made during the 
present month the surplus revenue will fall 
very much below that for the corresponding 


month of last year, when it was nearly $15,- 


000,000. The surplus for the present month, 


according to estimates made this morning at 
the Treasury Department, will be $6,000,000 
or 37,000,000. The amount cannot, of course, 
be stated with any degree of exactness until 
the transactions of to-day are reported and 
the accounts balanced to-morrow. The 
large expenditures made this month 
ere attributable to the fact that 
a considerable portion of the defi- 
ciencies appropriated at the recent session 
of Congress, including about $7,000,000 for 
pensions and about $3,000,000 for interest on 
the public debt, were paid out. The receipts 
for the curreut month will be nearly, if not 
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uite, equal to those of March, 1880, when 
they aggregated about $30,000,000. The Cus- 
toms receipts reported for the month up to 
this morning were $18,000,000, and the internal 
revenue receipts $9,000,000.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WasurncrTon, March 31, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $120,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $287,802 73, and from Customs $476,975 78. 

The Treasury Department purchased to-day 
90,000 ounces of fine silver for delivery at the 
New-Orleans Mint. 

It is understood that the President has de- 
cided to recall Gen. Longstreet, Minister to 
Turkey, and appoint him United States Mar- 
shal for Georgia. His nomination to the latter 
place will probably be sent to the Senate in a 
day or two. 

Director of the Mint Burchard left for the 
West yesterday. He will visit St. Louis for 
the purpose of carrying into effect the act 
passed at the last session of Congress for the 
establishment of an assay office in that city. 
He will probably visit the New-Orleans Mint 
before returning to Washington. 

The following is a statement of the United 
States currency outstanding at this date: Old 
demand notes, $60,645; legal-tender notes, all 
issues, $346,681,016; one-year notes of 1863, 
$44,965; two-year notes of 1863, $12,400; two- 
year coupon notes of 1863, $23,350; compound 
interest fnotes, $235,280; fractional currency, 
all issues, $15,507,917 25; total, $362,565,573 25. 

Gen. Sherman and Col, Tidball, who went 
to Auburn to attend the funeral of Gen. Up- 
ton, returned to the city this morning. Gen. 
Sherman, accompanied by Col. Bacon, will 
leave next Monday night for Cincinnati to at- 
tend the reunion of the Army of the Tennessee, 
which will be held in that city on April 5 and 
6. From Cincinnati they will go to St. Louis, 
and expect to be absent from Washington 
about 10 days. 

Ex-Secretary Evarts was at the State De- 
partment to-day. He has received the sealed 
instructions of the United States Government 
which will guide the American Commissioners 
before the Monetary Conference at Paris. His 
instructions will not be opened until Paris is 
reached by the Commissioners. Mr. Evarts 
will go to New-York to-morrow to meet Com- 
missioners Thurman and Howe preparatory to 
sailing for Paris. 

Negotiations are pending between the Post 
Office Department and the postal authorities 
of Canada to prevent the posting in Canada 
of United States publications which are taken 
to that country and mailed there to subscri- 
bers in the United States, for the evident pur- 
pose of evading the rates charged on such 
matter under the United States postal laws. 
This evasion is occassionally practiced by pub- 
lishers in this country in order to gain tho 
advantage of the cheaper rates of post- 
age charged in Canada, and the result 
in such instances is that the United States, 

under the existing postal arrangements with 
Canada, is deprived of its legitimate postage 
on such publications. It has also been pro- 
posed to the Canadian authorities to prohibit 
the circulation in the mails between the two 
countries of letters and circulars concerning 
lotteries, so-called gift concerts, or similar en- 
terprises devised and intended to defraud the 
ublic. Correspondence of this character is, 
’y express provision of law, unmailable in the 
United States, but is not so in Canada, and 
persons engaged in such schemes go to Canada 
and there issue and mail large numbers of 
these circulars to persons in the United States.

LAND LEAGUE INTRIGUES. 
—_—_——_>—_——_—— 
AN EFFORT MAKING TO TERRORIZE TRADES- 
MEN IN DUBLIN—ANOTHER ARREST. 

Lonpon, March 31.—The dispatch from 
Dublin announcing that the Land League is 

trying to organize local branches in Dublin in 
order to bring pressure upon traders who have 
kept aloof from the League or have given it 
no substantial support, says: ‘‘The League 
has begun in the old quarter of the 
city by establishing a branch where there is a 
large population of the working and lowest 
classes, capable of supplying abundant materi- 
als for mischief. The resources in this respect 
have been often developed in violent attacks 
on the Police, and in riotous and disorderly 
scenes. The Council of the new branch has 
sent a circular to the merchants and traders in 
the district who do not sympathize with the 
League, but who are largely dependent upon 
the populace for labor and custom and 
for immunity from injury to their warehouses, 


workshops, &c. The merchants and traders 
do not know how to deal with the circular. 
They are unwilling to comply with it, and 
are afraid to refuse. There can be very 
little doubt that, if this branch succeeds, others 
will be planted until the city is overrun with 
the noxious growth of the League system.” 
lt is said that the Government intend to pro- 
ose a resolution cancelling Mr. O’Donnell’s 
ast suspension in the House of Commons. 
Dvusuin, March 31.—Jasper Jully, editor of 
the Roscommon Herald, and a Land League 
organizer, has been arrested at Boyle on a 
charge of intimidation. Jully, in his last 
speech, referred to a museum in New-York, 
where, he said, rewards are given for the 
heads of Irish landlords.

WILL GREECE DECLARE WAR? 


THE POWERS DECIDE NOT TO INTERVENE IF 
HOSTILITIES ARE BEGUN. 

Loxpon, March 31.—A Berlin correspond- 
ent says the powers jointly agree to declare 
to the Greek Ministry their final resolution not 
to intervene if the compromise is rejected. 

The Times, in a leading article this morning, 
says: ‘‘We cannot imagine that Greece will 
reject the award of Europe.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: ‘“‘The general 
assumption that the Greek question will not 
lead to war is premature, and the exultation at 
the present time is unfounded, The powers 
could easily restrain the Greeks by sending 
iron-clads to the Pirzsus, but there is no indica- 
tion that the powers intend to take such a 
course. The question is, therefore, what 
amount of resistance diplomacy can oppose to 
the momentum with which Greece is gravi- 
tating into war. Keen observers at Athens 


believe that nothing but force will suffice.” | 


The Pall Mall Gazette says it thinks the pow- 
ers ought to restrain Greece from plunging 
into an abyss. 

ATHENS, March 31.—The Ethnikon Pneuma, 
the organ of Premier Coumoundouros, asserts 
that no official communication has yet been 
made to the Government concerning the nego- 
tiations on the frontier question, 

Lonpvon, April 1.—The News says there is 
now no doubt that Preverso is not included in 
the Turkish offer. 

An Athens sng says four battalions, 
each numbering 1, men, have started for the 
frontier of Epirus and Thessaly. Fortifications 
at Lamia have been begun. The organization 
of the commissariat and transport service has 
much advanced lately.

FIGHTING THE ANARCHISTS 


RUSSIAN REFORMS AND EUROPEAN 
REPRESSIVE MEASURES. 
ELECTIONS IN 8T. PETERSBURG FOR A TEM- 

PORARY COUNCIE—THE PROSECUTION 
OF THE EDITOR OF THE LONDON “‘ FREI- 
HEIT’’—GERMANY CONTEMPLATING AN- 

TI-SOCIALIST LAWS. 

Sr. PerersscrG, March 31.—A ukase has 
been promulgated ordering, with a view to the 
restoration of complete security in the capital, 
the creation of a temporary council, charged 
to assist the commandant of the city. The 
council will consist of a member for each of 
the 228 city districts, and will be elected by 
the votes of all the landlords and in- 
dependent tenants. It is understood that 
the council will decide by majority 
votes on all measures submitted to it 
by the commandant, and the decisions of the 
majority will be executed on receiving the 
Emperor’s sanction. The same categories of 
persons who vote will also be eligible as candi- 
dates. The commandant issued a notice, 
fixing the time of the elections this afternoon. 
The funds for carrying out the measure will 
be provided from the Imperial Treasury. The 
Agence Russe says: ‘‘ The measure is part of 
a scheme for the whole Empire projected by 
the late Czar.” 

The Prince and Princess of Wales and the 
Duke of Edinburgh have departed for home. 

The house occupied by Russakoff’s family at 
Vuitegri is guarded by the Police to prevent 
the populace from destroying it.  Russakoff’s 
father ‘has several times attempted to commit 
suicide. . 

Cracow, March 31.—The Czas announces 
that the Czar has commanded Gen. Melikoff to 
express his regret to the Polish deputation 
that on the occassion of his general reception 
of deputations he did not address the repre- 
sentatives of Poland. The Czar attributes the 
omission to emotion, and says he will take the 
first opportunity of effecting a rapprochement 
with the Poles. 

Lonpon, March 31.—The property taken 
possession of by the Police at the Fretheit 
office included £200, gold. The charge against 
Herr Most states that he, on the 19th inst. and 
divers other days, did, within the Metropolitan 
Police District, print, publish, and procure to 
be printed and published, in the lreiheit, a 
scandalous, wicked, and malicious libel con- 
cerning the Emperor Alexander, who was mur- 
dered, and concerning the murder, and did 
urge people to commit murder outside of her 
Majesty’s dominions. 

The court during the proceedings was crowd- 
ed with foreigners. Sir James Ingham was the 
magistrate. Mr. Poland prosecuted, instruct- 
ed by Mr. Pollard, one of the Treasury Solici- 
tors, and Mr. Churchly defended the prisoner. 
The chief of the Criminal investigation De- 
seckany pg occupied a seat on the Bench. Mr. 

oland, in opening the case against Herr Most, 
said there was no wish to interfere with the 
freedom of the press, and that Herr Most had 
a right to publish anything that a British sub- 
ject might publish. He then read the article 
in the Freiheit of the 19th inst. Some 
persons in court applauded the passage laud- 
ing the murder of the Czar, and were ejected. 
Mr. Poland pointed out that the article con- 
tained a direct incentive to the murder of the 
Emperor of Germany, who was described as 
the ‘‘Erewhile grape-shot Prince of Prussia,” 
end added that the act provided that persons 
inciting to murder were guilty of a misde- 
meanor and liable to penal servitude for a 
maximum term of 10 or a minimum term of 
three vears, or to 2 years’ imprisonment 
with hard labor. It would be a scandal to 
justice if the act was not enforced against a 
person connected with the publication of such 
articles. The evidence of the Police was taken 
detailing the arrest of Herr Most and the fact 
that he described himself as the editor of the 
Freiheit, that he acknowledged the authorship 
of the article, and said he expected prosecu- 
tion. The prisoner was remanded for a week. 
He was not allowed bail. The magistrate or- 
dered that the money found in the office of the 
Freiheit be restored to him. 

The Daily News says: ‘If any foreign 
pressure has been used to induce the Govern- 
ment to undertake the proceedings against the 
Freiheit it probably emanates from Germany. 
The Freiheit’s retrospective approval of the 
murder of the Czar is less dangerous than the 
suggestions it is charged with throwing out for 
a repetition of the crims in other countries, 
and which, it is alleged, point not obscurely 
to the Emperor William.” The News, how- 
ever, doubts the expediency of the prosecution. 

In the House of Commons to-day Sir Wil- 
liam Harcourt, replying to questions, read ex- 
tracts from the obnoxious article in the 
Freiheit, and pointed out its revolting charac- 
ter. He said its attacks even included one on 
the President of the United States. The Govern- 
ment thought it would be a grave error, from 
a domestic as well as an international point of 
view, to ignore the article. It wasa domestic 
crime and a breach of public morality to in- 
cite murder. No Government would do its 
duty if it allowed refuge in a free State to be 
converted into a hot-bed of incitement to as- 
sassination. The Government acted on its 
own accord, and was not instigated by foreign 
powers. 

A dispatch from Berlin says: ‘‘It is believed 
that the Government, in conjunction with 
Russia, is meditating action in the matter of 
adopting measures to avert dangers to public 
security from the use of explosives, if it has 
not already communicated its views to the 
various powers concerned, but the gravest 
doubts are entertained of Prince Bismarck 
being able to make England regard the subject 
from his point of view.”’ 

Another Berlin dispatch says it 1s stated that 
the Ultramontanes will support the Govern- 
ment’s proposal restricting the freedom of asy- 
lum enjoyed by political refugees. 

BERLIN, March 81.—Atasecond conference 
of the members of all the Parliamentary 
groups, except the Social Democrats, held to- 
day, over which Count Stolberg-Wernigerode 
presided, 2 motion made by Herr Windhorst 
was approved requesting Prince Bismarck to 
endeavor to conclude an agreement with the 
powers to undertaks to impose penalties upon 
their own subjects and foreigners residing in 
their countries for assassinating or attempting 
to assassinate heads of States, and for all pub- 
lic incitement to assassination, and that any 
foreigner guilty of assassination or an attempt 
to assassinate shall, on demand, be delivered 
. to the Government of his native country. 
This motion will be submitted to the Reichstag 
immediately. 

Lonpon, April 1.—The Standard says not- 
withstanding the arrest of Herr Most, the 
Socialist, who directed the Friehert, have 
resolved thrt the journal shall re- 
appear. A new office has been selacted 
and new gh ep sore Wilhelm Martin, 
one of the s who was ejected from the 
premises, has undertaken the publication of 
the Freiheit.

BRADLAUGH AND THE OATH. 
THE COURT OF APPEAL DECIDES AGAINST 
HIM—SEEKING RE-ELECTION. 

Lonpon, March 31.—In the Court of 


Appeal, Justice Sir George Bramwell an- 


nounced that the decision of Mr. Justice 


Mathew, in the Queen’s Bench Division, 
in the Bradlaugh case, ‘‘that Mr. Bradlaugh’s 


defense that the right to take an affirmation 
instead of an oath, as allowed in the courts of 
law, applies also to the House of Commons, 


was wrong,” is sustained. Justices Bageallay 
and Lush concurred in the decision. Mr. Brad- 
laugh has announced his intention to appeal to 
the House of Lords. In the House of Com- 
mons this afternoon Mr. Labouchere gave no- 
tice that he would to-morrow move for a new 
writ for an election in Northampton. 

Lonpon, April 1.—Mr. Bradlaugh, address- 
ing his supporters at Northampton, said that, 
if re-elected, he would take the oath and im- 
mediately ask leave to introduce a bill substi- 
tuting affirmations for oaths. 

The Telegraph says: ‘‘ The motion foranew 
writ of election for Northampton will be op- 
posed by the Conservatives on the ground that 
circumstances have not materially changed 
since the Government resisted Mr. Gorst’s first 
application for a fresh writ, the case still being 
under appeal.” 

A report was current in the House of Com- 
mons last night that Col. Burnsby, Conserva- 
tive, who contested Birmingham at the general 
election, will contest Northampton.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPIOS.

Lonpon, March 31.—A dispatch from 
Bucharest says Belgium has recognized the 
kingdom of Roumania, being the first State to 
do so. 

A correspondent at Copenhagen says he is 
authorized to deny the reported negotiations 
for the sale of the Danish West India Islands 
to the United States. 

Experiments with the Siemens and the 
Brush electric systems of lighting streets were 
made to-night in the district of the city ly- 
ing between London Bridge and Blackfriars 
Bridge, embracing Cheapside, St. Paul’s 
church-yard, Ludgate Hill, King and Queen, 
King William, and New Bridge streets. They 
were highly successful. 

In the House of Commons, this evening, Sir 
Henry Holland, at the request of Sir Charles 
Dilke, Under Foreign Secretary, postponed 
putting his question relative to the position of 
the negotiations with the United States con- 
cerning the Fortune Bay affair. 

A‘ correspondent at Berlin says: ‘‘ Prince 
Bismarck’s intimacy with the Ultramontanes 
increases, and a coalition party for the real- 
ization of his financial reforms is generally ex- 
pected.’’ 

A dispatch from Paris says: ‘‘ The 61 vic- 
tims of the Opera-house disaster at Nice con- 
sist of 836 Frenehmen, 20 Italians, 3 English, 
1 German, and 1 whose nationality is un- 
known. Three of the victims were boys un- 
der 12 years of age, 9 youths between the 
ages of 12 and 21 years, 4 girls, 24 male and 18 
female adults. The Mayor of Nice has closed 
the subscriptions for the relief of the suffer- 
ers, which amount to 300,000f. The Mayor 
has thus given a practical refutation to the 
exaggerated reports of the calamity.”

HEAVY FLOODS IN THE MISSOURI 
VALLEY. 

GREAT DESTRUCTION OF PROPERTY—RE- 
PORTS OF THE DAMAGE DONE—FEARING 
FURTHER DISASTER. 

St. Pavr, Minn., March 31.—Specials 
from Yankton to the Pioneer-Press report 
that the town of Green Island, opposite there, 
was swept away entirely by the flood 
of water and the avalanche of ice which 
was precipitated against it. Churches, 
stores,.and dwellings went down in a common 
ruin;3 they floated off cn the tide and | 
were wrecked. One man was seen cling- 
ing to a floating building, and he 
has not been heard from since. When the 
gorge broke at Yankton, the mighty torrent 
pushed on down the river and came upon 
Vermillion with such suddenness that the tele- 
graph operator had hardly time to give notice 
and then to escape by climbing the hills. The 
steam ferry-boat at Vermilion was last seen 
in a sea of ice and rapidly going to pieces. As 
the ice breaks still higher up on the Missouri 
and its tributaries a repetition of these gorges 
and floods may be anticipated. Already in- 
calculable damage has been done, and how 
many lives may have been lost will never be 
known. 

BISMARCK, Dakota, March 31.—The heavy 
fall of snow and the early breaking of the ice 
in the tributaries of the Missouri has caused 
the highest rise in the river ever known. The 
ice in the river has broken in places 
from 100 to 300 miles apart, causing 
gorges which have flooded the countryin many 
places, but owing to the scarcity of peo- 
ple little damage has been done above this 
point. The river gorged here on _ its 
breaking at Fort Lincoln, five miles 
below, causing an overflow into Mandan op- 
posite Bismarck. It is thought that all 
the people reached the bluffs safely, but 
their suffering last night and to-day | 
must have been indescribable. All commu- 
nication is cut off, as the wires are down, and 
it is impossible to cross the river. There are: | 
four feet of water and masses of floating ice in 
the streets of the unfortunate city, and the ther- 
mometer has been down to 12° above zero for 
the past 24 hours. To-night the river is still 
30 feet above low-water mark, and no! 
signs of its giving way. Mayor George 
Peoples, with a skiff and crew, rescued 
five men from the ice in the bottoms 
below the town to-day. One man, named 
Pategerser, was on a piece of floating ice, and 
was unable to speak. Mr. Peoples walked over 
two mileson the gorged ice to get to him. 
The river is four miles wide here. The 
railroad and Government warehouses at 
the levee have been much damaged, 
and the end is not yet, it is. feared. 
There is_ still another gorge above. 
Over 200 head of cattle in the bottoms in the 
vicinity of this place have perished. Bismarck 
is 25 feet above the present rise, and is there- | 
fore safe, as the river would have to be over 20 
miles wide before the city level could be reached.

OHIO’S WHEAT CROP. 
GREATER THAN LAST YEAR, LARGELY BE- 
CAUSE OF INCREASED ACREAGE. 
CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 31.—Reports 
from nearly one hundred places in Ohio con- 
cerning the prospects of the wheat crop in this | 
State, as sent to the Herald, show a bright 


‘prospect, provided the present heavy fall | 


of snow goes off without creating any | 
additional damage. These reports show 
the present condition of the crop, the pros- 
pects of the season’s yield, and the acreage, in 
comparison with last year or the years pre- 
ceding it. The observations upon which these 
reports have been made were taken be- 
fore the recent fall of snow, while the re- 
ports have all been written with reference to 
the effects of this snow upon the wheat- 
fields. One thing is very apparent, at least so 
far as Ohio is concerned; and that is the large 
increase in acreage over last vear. The fig- 
ures given generally range at 10 per cent. ad- 


vance in the number of acres, although in some 
places it runs up to 25 percent. The cause of 
thisincrease seems to be three-fold—the growing 
impression that wheat in Ohio pays, the large 
yield of last year, and the ready and profitable 
market that last year afforded. In very few 
counties, if in any, has there been a falling off 
in amount sown’ put on record. In the 
country round about Columbus the acreage is 
larger by from 10 to 15 per cent. 

Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary of the State 
Board of Agriculture, says that he has regard- 
ed wheat as in a precarious condition, but that 
this sudden fall of snow, which by some has 
not been considered a blessing, will undoubt- 
edly be of great benefit if it is not fol- 
lowed by freezing. About Monroeville, the ; 
crop has been damaged some by the severe 
March frosts, especially on the low lands. The 
report from Milan, upon the lake shore, says 
there has been some danger from the thawing 
and freezing, and the yield will be somewhat 
reduced from this cause. Akron says that it 
has been a good Winter for wheat. Grafton 
estimates the amount sown at 30 per cent. 
larger than last year; has some fear of the 
damage done last week, but counts this snow 
asa blessing. Mariettta, speaking for South- 
ern Ohio, says that the crop is some- 
what backward, but that if the next 
few weeks show up _ wet, it will 
be of great aid to the situation. Washington 
County alone has 2,000 more acres than last 
year. Conneaut seems to be something of an 
exception, as the situation there is given 
as ‘“‘not as flattering for as _ great 
a yield as there was last year, 
but the acreage sown is_ greater.” 
The same old story of thawing and freezing is 
told here. Near Sandusky it is surmised that 
there may be a diminished crop. About 
Cleveland the recent changeful weather 
has reduced the prospects somewhat, 
but the increased acreage will more 
than make that up. In North-castern 
Ohio generally, the increase of acreage runs 
from 15 to 30 per cent. Fears are entertained 
in that region of the recent bad weather, but 
warm Spring weather after this storm will take 
it out of danger and give a big crop. 

Massing all the evidence together, Ohio may 
be set down as. almost certain of 20 per cent. 
more wheat than she had last year.

SITTING BULL NEARLY STARVING. 
Toronto, Ontario, March 31.—The Globe 


has a dispatch from Wood Mountain, which says: 


Sitting Bull and his camp, of which there are about 


100 lodges of so-called hostile Sioux, arrived at 
Wood Mountain, North-western Territory, on the 
last day of January, and have been encamped three 
miles from the post ever since. They are Very 
poor, having only a few horses. They sold almost 
everything, except their arms, to procure food. In 


some cases they have parted with these, although 
the majority are still well armed with breech-load- 
ers. There are about 200 fighting men in the camp. 
On their arrival, Sitting Bull, in an interview with 
Major Crozier, said he had come back tolive in 
peace, and hoped he wou!d be left alone. He said 
that he went to the American side of the iine he- 
cause Major Crozier told him to go, but he did 
not like the idea of _ surrendering. He 
had sent about 40 lodges to Poplar River to sur- 
render, and had come back with the remainder to 
live on Canadian soil. Provisions of all kinds are 
very scarce at this place, and as the Indians have 
nothing ahead, they will no doubt have a hard time 
before Spring opens.

CINCINNATI TOBACCO-DEALERS. 
INDIGNANT AT AN ATTEMPT TO CHANGE 
EXISTING METHODS. 
CINCINNATI, March 31.—The tobacco trade 
of this city is greatly agitated over an attempt, by 
the Ripley dealers, to get through the State Legis- 
lature a bill placing the inspection of tobac- 
cos in the hands of a State officer, ap- 
pointed by the Governor for that purpose. 
The trade first became aware that such 
an effort was being made to-day, and arrangements 
have already been made fora general meeting to- 
morrow. The business at this point in leaf tobacco 


alone amounted last vear to $11,000,000. This great 
business is controlled by the Cincinnati Tobacco 
Association, to which the entire trade is admitted 
as members. An inspector of tobacco is ap- 
pointed by the association, under a strict law. 
The Ripley shippers have been caught several 


-times “nesting’’ their hogsheads, and have given 


the Inspector and the trade much trouble. To 
stop this the Cincinnati association caused a bill 
to be drawn and presentad to the Legislature 
making it a penal offense to “nest” a package of 
tobacco. This the Ripley people have taken asan 
insult, and hence the effort to take the appointment 
of the inspectors and the making of rules for the 
control of the trade away from the Cincinnati 
association. At the meeting to-morrow the most 
vigorous steps will be taken to kill the measure. 
Among other things circulars will be addressed to 
every dealer and grower who sells in this market, 
asking for his testimony to the fairness of the in- 
spection and of the rules of the trade here.

TER AMENDMENTS. 
PROGRESS MADE ON THE BILL IN THE SEN: 
ATE-—-AN ASSEMBLYMAN GIVEN A MER- 
ITED REBUKE—THE SMALLEST &UPPLY 

BILL FOR MANY YEARS. 

A.pany, March 31.—The Senate resumed 
the consideration of {the New-York Charter 
Amendments bill this morning, at section 15, 
which provides for the abolition or consolida 
tion of a large number of useless bureaus 
During the two days which this section has 
been under discussion. three of these bureaus— 
the Commissioners of Excise, which is left 
where it is, the Bureau of Permits, in the 
Mayor’s office, and the Bureau*of Licenses, in 
the Mayor’s office—have been stricken from the 
billlby the Senate in Committee of the W hole,and 
are thus retained in existence. It is probable, 
however, that the action of the committee will 
be reversed on a call for! the Jyeas and nays in 
the Senate. The leading opponent of the con- 
solidation or abolition of these bureaus has beer 
Senator Forster, who appears to have taken a 
contract to defeat the bill, or, at least, to pre- 
vent any material reductions in the expenses 
of the City Government that shall interfers 
with the men who now holdoffice. Mr. Forstez 
was not in his seat to-day, and the discussion 
was opened by Mr. Bixby, who moved to add ta 
the bureaus to be abolished ‘‘the Bureau of 
Repairs and Supplies,’ for the reason, as he 
said, that its duties were provided for in an- 
other part of the bill. He proceeded to inform 
the Senate that he did not propose to make 
any captious opposition to this bill, but whén 
heads of departments favored amendments he 
should defer to their judgment rather than to 
the opinions of those less familiar with the 
operations of the City Government. He trusted 
that, as his colleague, Senator Forster, was ab- 
sent to-day, some progress might be made in 
the bill. Mr. Bixby’s motion was adopted, 
mem. con. 

Mr. Hogan then moved to strike out the 
twenty-seventh line, which abolishes tha 
s er naghati of the City Record.” Mr. Mc 
Carthy opposed it, and argued that this officer 
had next to nothing to do and received a sal- 
ary of $5,000.

ducing the expenses of the City to the utmost 

racticable limit, and he believed this office, 
like many others, might now be abolished 
without detriment to the City. Mr. Hogan’s 
motion was lost, 7 to 18. 

The next amendment proposed was by 
Senator Bixby, to strike out section 19, which 
prohibits on pain of removal policemen from 
using ‘their official positions or influence to 
promote the election of any candidate for 
office. He thought such a lew was unfit to go 
on the statute-book. Mr. Strahan supported 
the motion to strike out and said there was ne 
more need of such « law with regard to the 
Police of New-York than of Syracuse or 
Auburn, where such athing was not thought of, 
If the power contained in this section were givey 
to the Police Commissioners, it would nof 
be strange if, then, politics were introduced 
into the Police force. In his opinion the pro- 
vision would defeat the end it had in view. 
Mr. Woodin differed altogether from this 
view. Hesaid that the law as it now stands 
authorizes the removal of policemen for mis 
feasance in office, and all that this section did 
was to require evidence from six citizens as to 
the commission of the offense. Mr. Fowler 
approved of the object of the section, but ob- 
jected to the summary method of removal of 
policemen provided in it. Mr. Bixby’s motion 
to strike out was carried, 12 to 10. 

The bill was then read without further 
amendment down to and including section 21, 
when the committee rose and reported prog- 
ress, and the Senate made the bill a-special 
order for to-morrow. 

The Committee on Miscellaneous: Corpora- 
tions reported favorably the bill to incorporats 
the Lincoln Club in New-York; also, the bili 
to allow the State Charities Aid Associa~ 
tion the privilege of visiting the State chari- 
table institutions. 

Mr. Schroeder introduced a bill to abolish 
the offices of Justice of Sessions in Kings 
County, now held by Gubner and Rodgers, tha 
persons who overruled Judge Cullen in his ef. 
tort suitably to punish Dunne, the assailant of 
Judge Morris. Mr. Davenport, from the Com- 
merce and Navigation Committee, reported 
the Hell Gate Pilot bill as it passed the Assem- 
bly, without amendment. A large list of No- 
taries Public for the City of New-York was 
sent in by the Governor and confirmed. 

The feature of the morning session of tha 
Assembly to-day was the discussion over Mr. 
Chamberlain’s bill prohibiting the use of an- 
natto or other coloring matter by manufac- 
turers of artificial butter or cheese. Mr. Crap- 
ser, who is somewhat proud of his connection 
with progressive manufacturing interests, and 
who regarded the attack upon oleomargarine 
as unnecessary, moved to amend so as to pro- 
vide that the use of coloring substances should 
not be permitted to manufacturers of dairy 
butter. He argued at length on this amend- 
ment, provoking a reply from Mr. Chamber- 
lain that was not only ill-tempered, but full of 
a spirit of proprietorship in the bill, which 
seemed to forget that the Legislature bad 
anything to say about it. Mr. Husteri, 
quick as a flash, rebuked Mr. Cham- 
berlain. ‘‘I have never—never,” said he, 
“heard such an audacious speech. I never 
knew a man to get up here and say a bill was 
his private property.” He then suggested, 
in the most good-natured way possible, tnat 
if the bill was the property of the gentlemen 
from St. Lawrence all he need to do was t<¢ 
take it to the Governor and ask him to sign i 
without taking the trouble to get a vote on 
it. Mr. Chamberlain was then indignant, 
and reiterated all he had said, and 
was deetrmined to have the Dili ssed., 
Dr. Fenner now suggested that the whole sub 
ject was under consideration by the Public 
Health Committee, and it would be manifestly 
improper to pass a bill before the committee 
had made a report on the oleomargarine inves: 
tigation, which it would soon do by bill. The 
sum of it was that, on Mr. Brooks’s motion, 
the bill was not passed but was sent to tha 
Public Health Committee. 

Mr. Chickering, Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, having reported one of the 
smallest supply bills ever reported to any 
Legislature for many, Many years, this morn- 
ing, carried it forward, after 10 minutes’ con- 
sideration, to its third reading. The bill as if 
will pass the Assemby will call for only $400,: 
000. Last year’s bill asked for $1,200,000. 
The bill of this session, eight pages in length. 
is a pleasing contrast to the bill of 
46 pages, calling for $5,000,000, which 
was reported and passed not many years ago, 
It is supposed that the Senate will attempt te 
put some large items into the bill, and that an 
effort will be made to increase some of the 
items of the Assembly.

BEFORE THE GRAND JURY. 
COMMISSIONERS MASON AND NICHOLS N 
STREET-CLEANING. 

The Grand Jury devoted yesterday’s session 
to investigating the management of the Street- 
cleaning Bureau. <A large number of witnesses, 
comprising contractors, cartmen, and laborers, 
were in attendance. At 11o0’clock the four Police 
Commmissidners—Messrs. French, Mason, Nichols, 
and Mathews—entered the ante-room, and were 
accommodated with seats within the carpeted in- 
closure set apart for ladies. Ex-Police Commis- 
sioner D. C. Wheeler and Shore Inspector Hopkins 
were also in attendance, Commissioner Mason 
was sent for by the Grand Jury, and subjected to 
un examination in relation to the working of the 
Street-cleaning Bureau which lasted over an hour. 
Commissioner Nichols was next called, and exam- 
ined at great Icngth in relation to the alleged 
abuses in the bureau, of which he is the head. 
Shore Inspector Hopkins and a few unimportant 
witnesses were then cailed, and a recess was taken 
antil this morning, when the investigation will be 
resumed. Among the witnesses subpcenaed for to- 
day are Capt. Williams and his deputy, Plunkett. 
The inguiry will, if possible, be closed to-day, but 
the Grand Jury will not present the result of its 
mvestigation—a lengthy presentment, probably— 
until to-morrow, when Judge Cowing will open 
court io receive it. 

Mr. Mason, after his return to Police Head- 
quarters, said he had not been swoin to secrecy in 
he Grand Jury room, but he did not think it would 
oe decorous to talk about the interrogation to 
which he submitted. The members of the Grand 
Jury, with possibly one or two exceptions, treated 
bir courteously while they asked many questions 
more or less pertinent, with a view, ap) ntly, of 
ascertaining what he knew of the business of the 
Street-cloaning Burean. Some of these questions 
te could not answer, but he considered 
that he displayed no greater ignorance than 
gnother mar only a year in the departmeut 
would have displayed. Some surprise was mani- 
lested by members of the Grand Jury that he did 
not know all about the street-cleaning. Mr. Nich- 
nis gaid he was subjected to about the same 
amount of questioning.

The next business taken up was the reports of the 
Presiding Elders. Elder Knowles, of the Newark

| presented to the Conference 26 years ago, has been 
| rebuilt. The Clinton-Street Church, in Newark,

You 
might just as well put your hand in another man’s 
pocket and take his money, as to take money 
raised for missionary purposes and use it for other 
purposes.”

She de- 
nounces a wife to her husband, knowing that 
husband to be one who will kill anybody, 
either the woman or the lover, and that her 
own husband, whom she loves, although she 
has concealed his name, will be the probable 
victim. Perhaps the dénoument surprises 
even inmore thant his, incongruous as it appears. 
Evidently Dumas himself felt it to be the weak 
point of is play, as he has written two pref- 
aces in its justification, without, however, con- 
vineing any one. The public is disappointed 
that a work of such incontestable merit as 
“ The Princesse Georges’’ should be ended by 
a species of theatrical legerdemain, for such is 
the death of M. de Foudette. shot opportunely, 
just in time to save M. de Birac, who would 
have fallen if he had left his wife’s chamber a 
few seconds earlier. The author explains in 
his last preface that he did not kill off the 
Prince because he thought it unjust to kill a 
man who was only “ half guilty ;’ he does not 
explain why it should be more just to kill an- 
other man who is completely, so far 
as the piece informs wus, innocent. This 
is one of the usual paradoxes from 
which Dumas cannot abstain, and which 
shocks reason and common sense.

WHISTLER DEFEATS DUFUR 


A DESPERATE WRESTLING-MATCH 
AT TURN HALL. 


TWO STRONG MEN THROWING EACH OTHER 
ABOUT FOR THE ENTERTAINMENT OF A 


LARGE CROWD AND A STAKE OF TWO 
HUNDRED AND FIFTY DOLLARS. 

Clarence Whistler, the Western wonder, and 
H. M. Dufur, of Marlboro, Mass., wrestled a catch- 
as-catch-can match with jackets, last night, at 
Turn Hall, for $250 a side. The affair was one of 
the best matches ever seen in this City. There was 
no “hippodroming” about it. About 200 per- 
sons witnessed the struggle. Harry Hill was 
referee, while W. H. Harding, the athlete, 
actcd as umpire for Dufur, and ‘“ Johnny” Mazgil- 
lick, a newly arrived Lancashire wrestler, for 
Whistler. Magillick comes from Holham, Bibby’s 
native place, and is trying to get on a match with 
him. Whistler was in avery bad condition physi- 
cally, with a boil as large as a chestnut on his 
forehead, and another like it on his left elbow. 
He could not conceal the first from bis 
antagonist, but the second was covered by 
the sleeve of his canvas jacket, and he took care 
not to tell Dufur that it wasthere. Dufurisa 
well-to-do business man, and wrestles for a hobby. 
Heis a crack collar and elbow wrestler, stands 6 
feet 1inch, and weighs 192 pounds. Whistlerisa 
Greco-Roman wrestler, wrestles for a living, is 5 


feet 814 inches In height, and weighs 170 pounds. 
He comes from Delhi, Ind., and once worked as 
a sledge ‘Striker’ in an iron works. He 
is a marvel of muscular development, 
Pilkington, of the Broadway squad, and another 
big policeman have stood on his chest while his 
body was extended between two chairs, his head 
resting on one and his heels on the other, and in 
this position Whistler has lifted a 100-pound dumb- 
bell from the floor and over his own head 10 times 
in succession. 

The match last night began very promptly, and 
Harry Hill called time at 8:20 o’clock. The men 
crept toward each other very warily, but Dufur 
towered over the other man, and, quick as light- 
ning, pounced for and got a neck-hold of Whistler’s 
jacket and his left sieeve. There was some slight 
fencing with the feet,and Whistler. who is perfectly 
“ green” as to collar-and-elbow work, tried it once 
or twice with his feet. In a twinkling, almost, 
Dufur backheeled ‘him, putting his shoulders and 
both hips on the carpet, and won the first: fall. 
By this time the boil on Whistler’s forehead was 
bleeding freely, but he was as strong as a lion, and 
in no wise winded. After 15 minutes’ rest time 
was called for the second bout. Whistler made no 
effort to prevent Dufur from clutching his collar 
with both hands, but he crouched low and kept his 
own hands free. He nad had enorgh of collar 
and elbow and the tripping style, and was 
going to depend on his hands. Again Dufur 
backheeled him, but did not get the fall, and 
Whistler clutched his body while they were down 
with such a grip as Dufur never felt before. After 
a short struggle Dufur got free and leaped away 
likeacat. Themen, on their feet again, closed, and 
when Dufur tried to_use his foot for a grape-vine 
lock Whistler grasped his right leg and held it off 
the stage. A brief struggle ended in both men 
going do. Whistler rolied on his man, and would 
not let himrise or get away, and aftera savage 
Greco-Roman effort laid his weight on Dufur’s chest 
and pumped him down fiat on the carpet, winning 
the fall. While they were resting Dufur in a dress- 
ing-room under the stage said that his right hand 
had become actually numb from being obliged to 
hold Whistler's collar so tight in keeping him away 
from getting a body hold. The third round Jasted 
five minutes, and was a repetition of the second, 
excepting that there were two desperate struggles 
while the men were ina grape-vine lock. At the 
end of the second lock both men fell all in a heap, 
and Whistler, having his man down, gota body grip 
and turned him and pumped him till his shoulders 
and a hip touched the carpet. Whistler had now 
won two falls out of the three in five and Dufur 
one fall, Whistler made up his mind that it 
was best to win the next fall at all hazards, 
asit would decide the match. The men came to- 
gees. very warily again. Once Dufur got hold of 
tim, and Whistler threw him off with such force 
that he a)most fell against the flat at the back of the 
stage. Dufur kept his legs out straight behind him 
for fear Whistler might grab them. Every 
time Whistler dropped on his kneés, Du- 
fur let go his hold and jumped clear of 
him like an acrobat. Once, however, Whist- 
ler, on his knees, got hold of Dufur’s left leg, 
while the latter held his opponent's collar with 
both hands. Dufur was afraid, but quick as light- 
ning, knowing that he could never break Whistler’s 
cast-iron hold, he pressed his hands on Whistler’s 
head, and, pushing him backward, stepped 
over im, dragging him almost on _ his 
back. The manceuvre was a clever one 
and almost successful, but Whistler turned as 
he went over and Dufur dared not tackle him, 
though he was lyingon the floor. After one or 
two other sharp grape-vine encounters both men 
fell heavily, driving off the carpet, on to the bare 
planks of the stage with a perfect crash, Dufur 
undermost. Whistler had caught his opponent's 
leg again, and the fall was a plunge. Whistler 
hung to him like atiger and got Dufur's left arm 
behind his back,and was almost turning it out of the 
socket in the effort to turn him over. The men 
were so entangled, however, that Whistler’s own 
body and legs prevented Dufur’s body from turn- 
| ing. Still Whistler wrenched the arm, and Dufur 
cried out alond, “Don’t break my arm.” The 
referee and umpires clustered over the prostrate 
men, and Dufur was in such pain that he 
tried to go over on his back to relieve 
the intense pain in his arm. Again he 
cried, ‘‘He’s breaking my arm!” and the refereo 
asked, ‘Do you give up?” ‘ Yes, yes,I give up,’’ 
gasped Dufur, but Whistler’s intensity in the strug- 
gle was so great that he did not hear the cry for 
cuarter, and the referee and his umpire had to 
shake him to make him let go. The referee 
decided the fall and the match in Whistler's 
favor. Dufur went to his dressing-room declaring 
that his arm was broken, and there was a call for 
a doctor from the audience, but none responded. 
; A doctor was finally sent for, and he pronounced the 
arm not broken, but it was so terribiy sprained in 
the biceps and shoulder-joint that it was powerless 
and caused intense pain. It would certainly have 
been broken if Dufur had not yielded the victory 
when he did.

PORK-PACKING 1N CINCINNATI. 

| Crncinnatr, March 31.—The Cincinnati 

| Price Current publishes this morning its thirty-sec- 
ond annual report of pork-packing in the West for 
the Winter and year endiag March 1, showing for 
the Winter a total of 6,916,456 hogs packed, being 
30,995 less than for the preceding Winter. The 
total for the 12 months is 12,243,354, showing an in- 
crease of 1,241,655. The Winter’s average is 
207.71 pounds, against 212.94 pounds last vear. The 
average yield per hog of lard is 35.65 pounds, 
against 36.62 last Winter. The reduction in the 
number and weight during the Winter is equiva- 
lent to 200,000 hogs of theaverage of a year. ago, 
‘fhe amount of mess pork made during the Winter 
is 859,691 barrels—a reduction of 170,867 barrels, 
The reduction in the production of lard is 5,762,043 
pounds. The prospect for supplies of hogs for the 
Summer season is regarded as much below last 
year up to June, but beyond that time as not vary- 
ing much from last year.

A MISMANAGED GAS TRUST. 


THE PHILADELPHIA TRUSTEES CALLED TO 
ACCOUNT—GREAT LOSSES TO THE CITY. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 31.—This afternoon, 

at the meeting of City Councils, Mr. John Bardsley, 

Chairman of the joint special committee to inves- 

tigate the management of the Philadelphia Gas 

Works, presented the report in regard to the mat- 

ter as adopted at the executive session last night. 

The following is a synopsis of the report: 


First—That the Trustees are’ guilty of gross mis- 
management in their purchase of coal. The commit- 
tee fiads, as a fact, that the Trust, since Jan. 1, 1876, 
has paid an average of about $1 more per ton for 
coal than appears from the testimcny to have been 
paid by other consumers of the gas coal within the 
port of Philadelphia, It further appears that since 
that time the Trust has purchased about 1,250,000 
tons of coal, which would show a loss to the Trust 
of $1,250,000. 

Second—The committee thinks the leakage too 
great, and believes that it can be reduced 5 per 
cent. A saving of 5 per cent. in the items of cost 
of making and distributing, as furnished to the 
committee by Dr. Cresson, would amount to at 
least $125,000 per annum. 

Lhird—The Trust seems to employ about 15 per 
cent. more men than are required by the annual 
production. This excess of men results from the 
Dolitical condition of the Trust; but asit isa matter 
which represents ahout $150,000 per annum, it 
should be immediately remedied. 

Fourth—The Trustees should immediately repay 
all the money advanced by property-owners for 
the laying of mains to carry gas toconsumers. . 

Fifih—The Trustees have been culpable in mak- 
ing contracts for the sale of residuals and the pur- 
chase cf coal and supplies. 


Sizth—Under the testimony of some of the wit- | 


nesses produced by the Trust, the committee is of 
the opinion that its standard is not sufficiently high 
in_selecting its chief executive officers. These 
officers appear to have had control of the entire 
business under the sanction of the board, though 
selected without regard to previous protessional 
training. The committee is further of the opinion 
that political proscription, or the exercise of polit- 
ical powers by the members of the Trust, are in en- 
tire variance with the business and duties of the 
Trust and the purposes of its appointment. 

Seventh--The committee is glad to state that the 
sinking fund securities of loan No. 9 agree with the 
report of the Trustees. 

n conclusion, the committee says it had be- 
fore it the proposition to recommend Councils 
to pass a_ resolution dismissing these Trus- 
tees from their office, but in view of thé doubts 
surrounding the question, it has determined, after 
fuil consideration, to adopt such a course as will 
best secure a full and thorough investigation of the 
subject under the process Of the court, and the 
ecnsequent dismissal of such of the Trustees as 
may, upon a judicial inquiry, be found faithless to 
their;trust.. The committee suggests the adoption 
of the subjoined resolutions: 

Resclved, By the Select ana Common Councils of the 
city of Philadelphia, that the Board of Trustees of the 
Philadelphia Gas Works be directed to advertise for 
coal and supplies, to be furnished under contract or 
otherwise, as do the other departments of the city of 
Philadelphia, in accordance with the acts of the As- 
sembly and the ordinances of the city in such cases 
made and provided. 

Resolved, That the testimony and report in connec- 
tion with the pipes purchased from Jesse \V, Starr, Sr., 
— to the District Attorney and City So- 

citor. 

Resolved, That the incoming Councils for 1881 be re- 
quested to pass an ordinance taking possession of the 
Philadeiphia Gas Works, and to make an appropria- 
tion to pay off the balance of ioan No.9 upon such 
terms as can be made with the holders of the loan, so 
as to bring this department under the direct executive 
control of the City Councils, 

Resolved, That the City Solicitor be instructed to 
file a bill in equity against the Trustees of the Phila- 
delphia Gas Works, looking to a proper account by 
them of their management and conduct of the Phila- 
delphia Gas Works, and that a copy of the testimony 
and the report taken and made by the committee be 
sent to him as a basis of such action. 

After the report had been read in Common Coun- 
cil, the four resolutions appended were adopted 
without a dissenting voice, and the committee was 
discharged. 

In the Select Council the resolutions were 
amended by striking out the last resolution pro- 
viding for equity proceedings. The Common 
Council refused to concur, and a Committee of 
Conference was appointed on beha]f of both 
chambers, but it disagreed. The Common Council 
then readopted the resolutions and appointed 
another cemmittee, but, in the méan time, the 
Select Council had adjourned. President Caven 
stated that he would endeavor to have President 
Smith reconvene the Select Chamber. To-day’s 
meetings were supposed to be the last of the 
present councils, as the new councils will be organ- 
ized next Monday.

CONSEQUENCES OF THE REFORM BILI, 
From the London News. 

Fifty years ago this country was passing 
through the first stage of a great constitutional) 
revolution, the effects of which have not yet ceased 
to be visible. On the 1st of March, 1831, the late 
Lord Russell introduced the first Reform bill inte 
the House of Commons, and on the 22d the second 


reading was carried by a majority of 302 to 301. No 
one who has read it can have forgotten Macaulay's 
description of that division, the intense excitement 
among the yeas, who remained in the House after 
the nays had gone out, the many false reports, the 
final shout of triumph, the livid countenance of 
Sir Robert Peel. The victory, however, was not 
yet. The measure was killed in the House of Com- 
mons, as everybody knows, by a hostile amendmen’ 
against limiting the number of English and Welsh 
representatives. Ministers dissolved Parliament, 
and in the same year the bill passed thé Common 

only to be thrown outin the Lords. In 1882 Lor 

Lyndhurst carried his famous motion postpon: 
ing disfranchisement to enfranchisement, and 
the Government resigned. But the measure 
received the royal assent on the 7th of 
June, Most of the great changes in out 
legislative system which have occurred since 
1882 are indirectly traceable to the passage of the 
Reform bill, for scarcely one of them would have 
received the sanction of an unreformed Parlia- 
ment. The old municipal corporations and the old 
Poor law might have survived to the present day, 
and free trade might still be a dream of the future, 
Macaulay, in the most brilliant of his speeches, 
asked in 1831 if any one supposed that the Electora! 
system of that day could last till 1860. If it had, it 
is impossitle to conceive, though it may be amus- 
ing to conjecture, what sort of position, political, 
social, and economical, England would occupy 


now. 
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ENCOURAGING THRIFT. 
From the London Standard, March 9. 

A new scheme for extending the usefulness 
of savings banks was suggested last night in the 
House of Commons. Mr. Russell asked the Post 
master-General whether it was practicable to open 
branch banks, under control 9? the Post Office, at 
large factories on davs when wages were being 
paid. More than once efforts have been made to 


make experimentsin this direction. and, so far ag 
these could be successful under the direction of 
charitable agency, they have been in most instances 
encouraging as regards resuits. Mr. Fawcett, in his 
reply to Mr. Russell, not only expressed sympathy 
with the proposal, but stated that, as far as the 
department was able, it would giva facilities to 
anybody willing to carry out the scheme. He 
added that some time agoa firm of brewers, em: 
ploying a large number of persons, applied to the 
Post Office to let a clerk visit their establishments 
on pay days and collect deposits—the firm in ques: 
tion paying all expenses that might be thereby in- 
curred by the Post Office. and the resuits had been, 
it appears, gratifying. Mr. Fawcett is, therefore, 
willing to meet similar offers in a sympa. 
thetic and es a spirit. The wonder 
is that this idea has not occurred before 
to the benevolent individuals who preach the gos 
pel of thrift. The trades unions, who know how 
to collect money from eworking people. usuall 
levy their tax on the men when they are full-hand- 
ed—in other words, just as they emerge from the 
pay office with their wages untouched. The 
agents of the unionists know that their chances of 
getting in their subscriptions are materially les- 
sened if they let the workmen slip past them on 
pay day without taking the toll eligible for “ so- 
ciety’ purposes. The system that has proved so 
efficacious as regards the unions should be equally 
successful as regards savings banks.

A FAMILY BURNED TO DEATH.

A tragic story reaches us from Franklin 
Harbor, in South Australia. On the last day but 
one of the old vear, Martin McCarthy, with four of 
his sons, left their thatched homestead in the hun- 
dred of Hunker to reap the wheat which stood ripe 
for the sickle at the distance of about a mile. They 
noticed a bush fire about a dozen miles off, but as 
the wind was in the opposite direction they thought 


nothing of it, and went on reaping till dinner-time. 
Immediately after that meal, which they took in 
the field, the wind veered round, and, rising to a 
hurricane, swept the fire down upon their 
farm. Desperately plunging through the blind- 
ing smoke, they barely succeeded in gaining 
a clearing 100 yards distant before huge tongues o? 
fire 50 feet high rushed past them, roaring and hiss- 
ing as they licked up every vestige of vegetation in 
their course. When the flames had subsided, 
McCarthy, followed by his b6ys, hastened with ter- 
rible forebodings? across the charred and scorehing 
plain to see ifany of his family had been spared. 
As he ran towards the chimney, which alone re- 
mained to mark the sigte of his dwelling, he stum- 
bled over what he took for the stump of a tree, 
but which he immediately discovered was the 
charred corpse of his wife. A little furtheron was 
the body of his 7-year-old boy, and round the chim- 
ney Jay heaped the blickened remains of his five 
daughters. The eldest, a girl of 19, clasped in her 
arms the youngest, a baby of 2 years old.

VARIOUS PHASES OF CHARITABLE 


WORK DISCUSSED. 
SUGGESTIONS FOR THE ERADICATION OF ExXx- 
ISTING ABUSES—CO-OPERATION AMONG 
CHARITABLE AGENCIES NEEDED—PRIN- 
CIPLES WHICH SHOULD GOVERN THE AD- 
MINISTRATION OF RELIEF. 


A conference at which various phases of 
charitable work were discussed and suggestions 
submitted for the eradication of social evils result- 
jng from pauperism was held yesterday in the hall 
of the Long Island Historical Society, in Brooklyn. 
The proceedings were conducted under the aus- 
pices of the Bureau of Charities, whose President, 
Mr. Seth Low, acted as Chairman. Several 
gentlemen identified with the work of the bureau 
oecupied seats on the platform. Mr. Low an- 
nounced that the object of the conference was to 
promote co-operation among charitable agencies 
and to hear suggestions looking to the reduction 
of vagrancy and pauperism. The first speaker was 
the Rev. Father E. W. McCarty, whoss topic was 
‘Care of the Improvident Poor.”’ He divided the 
improvident poor into two general classes—the 
jocal and migratory. The former he would have 
cared for by the State, and the” latter by the Fed- 
eral Government. Nine-tenths of the improvident 
poor were tramps, who, while permitted to roam 
at will throughout the country, were the greatest 
and most dangerous pests of society. The speaker 
would have United States institutions in the vari- 
ous States where tramps could be lodged and 
taught useful trades and pursuits. He would have 
poor-houses taken from the atmosphere of politics 


una managed by the State exclusively. Children of 
criminal parents should be sent to institutions be- 
longing to the creed professed by the former. 

Mr. Andrew McLean spoke on * The Hopelessness 
of Isolated Efforts to Diminish Pauperism.” The 
saving of a person from pauperism, he remarked, 
would not lessen its degrading forces any more 
than would the sheltering of a man with an um- 
brella diminish a rain-storm. Paupers, as Mr. Mc- 
Lean regarded them, were victims rather than 
offenders. They were the weaker members 
of the body politic upon whom malignant 
rocial disorders had taken effect. In _ times 
<«f depression among industries, honest laborers 
were reduced tothe condition of paupers—in short, 
pauperism was the inevitable product of a system 
under which considerable numbers of human beings 
find it impossible, when in sound health, to earn 
more than will supply their temporary needs from 
day today. When labor was depressed the popu- 
lations of the Alms-houses invariably increased. 
to diminish pauperism, Mr. 
McLean added, must necessarily be hope- 
less. They do not stop the reproduction 
of new paupers as rapidly’as the old ones are re- 
moved. The rootof the evil wasto be found in 
the social system which fostered monopoly and 
permitted the amassing of vast fortunes. When 
the few had so much there must be many in actual 
need. The speaker said, in, conclusion, that the 
great cure for pauperism was better wages and 
practical co-operation among charitable people, 

** Possibilities of Organized Charity” was the 
subject assigned to Mr. Albert A. Day, General 
Agent of the Brooklyn Society for Improving the 
Condition of the Poor. There existed to-day, he 
said, many public and private charities in Brooklyn 
which were isolated from each other and dis- 
tributed relief indepengently. Of every 100 
poor persons temporarily assisted by them 25 
were apt to become professional beggars. 
present system of conducting charitable work was 
wholly responsible for the gradual increase of the 
army of mendicants who rely for support on the 
relief given'them. The evil would not grow under 
a central bureau in active co-operation with the vari- 
ous isolated agencies. The prolonged maintenance 
of persons as pensioners by private individuals Mr. 
Day regarded asaserious evil. After the reading 
of Mr. Day’s paper the Chairman allowed 10 min- 
utes for general discussion, during which the Rev. 
Mr. Whitehouse, of Bethel Chapel, said he knew of 
persons who were hardly willing to receive assist- 
ance at first, but who, after being relieved, unhesi- 
tatingly mace a second and third application and 
eventually became confirmed beggars. 

The Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hall read a brief paper 
onthe “ Value of Organization in Charity to the 
Churches.’’ The common pauper, he said, was left 
to the political conscience of the public. Other 
poor classes were accepted as the charges of the 
thurches, while a third class, who did not belong to 
the other two, were comparatively uncared for. 
Co-operation was needed in the proper care of all, 
for neither the city nor the churches could do it, 
Pastors as a class were unfitted to cope with the 
great evil of pauperism. An organization covering 
the whole city through its well-trained agents 
vould readily detect impostors while carrying the 
maximum of relief tothose who needed it. The 
value of such an organization would be felt by the 
churches, which would thus be relieved from the 
4 puma of a problem which they had not 
30lved. 

The Rev. Dr. James M. Buckley made some re- 
marks on * The Wise Administration of Charity.” 
Human nature invariably responded to a tale of 
woe byasympathetic desire to relieve suffering. 
It was not so difficult to found a large institution 
as to devise a judicious system of giving. The poor 
were generally divided into two classes—the vicious 
and the unfortunate; but these were not sufficient- 
ly minute. Of the vicious there were three sorts; 
those made poor by viciousness’ or crime, those 
who were professional beggars, and those 
who were both poorand vicious. Another class 
of poor persons, the improvident, stood midway be- 
tween the vicious and the unfortunate. They 
meant well and worked hard, but were thoughtless 
and extravagant. Once behind they were never 
ableto catch up. Dr. Buckley submitted the fol- 
iowing principles, which, he _ said, were 
not theoretical, having been _ successfully 
applied: First, no case involving gifts of 
money should be relieved without inves- 
tigation. Second, professional mendicants 
should never be assisted. They are either capable 
of working or they are not. If not, they should be 
placed in alms-houses or other institutions. Third, 
the criminal poor, those whose vices orcrimes have 
made them so, should be judiciously and generous- 
ly assisted if trying to reform, and should be helped 
to obtain work. Fourth, those still determined to 
be vicious should not be assisted with money. 
Fifth, the faults of the vicious present a sadly 
Interesting problem. They should not be !eft to 
perish, but whatever is given them should not be 
given in money. Sixth, the improvident should 
be assisted in times of necessity, but somewhat 
meagrely. Seventh, the really unfortunate should 
receive generous help. It should be given without 
ostentation, if possible secretly, and not with a 
patronizing air. Eighth, relief, except in the 
eases of the aged and infirm, should never be given 
in such a degree as to lift the recipients out of the 
way in which they have been wont to live. 

Gen. James Jourdan sent a paper to the confer- 
ence entitled ‘‘Pauperism and the Police,’ which 
was read by Mr. Low. One would not, he wrote, 
be liable togo to a Police station in search or phi- 
lanthropy. The policeman’s touch was not a gen- 
tle one. He must be the uncompromising con- 
servator ot law and order. He shares the antipa- 
thy of the dog to vagrants. Rum, in most in- 
stances, is the father of vagrancy, which is the 
brother of lawlessness and crime. A vagrant’s 
ambition goes no further than drink, food, and 
shelter. Under a Police law an old wvya- 
grant who applies for a lodging at a 
station-house is locked up and sent to 
the Work-house the following yt by a 
magistrate. Knowing very well what kind of a 
reception awaits him at ta station where he is 
known, and inspired by natural cunning, he oscil- 
lates from one precinct to another, so thatit is pos- 
sible for him to regulate his lodgingin a manner 
which will enable him to avoid becoming known to 
the officers. 

Dr. Joseph H. Raymond, Sanitary Superintendent 
of Brooklyn, reviewed the ‘* Medical Aspect of 
Relief Work.” There werein the city, he said. 30 
organizations affording gratuitous medical relief; 
26 of them were receiving, in the aggregate, $54,- 
000 a yearfrom thecity. While these were main- 
tained by private persons no one couid complain, 
but while they received money from the cit 
Treasury their operations should be scrutinized. 
Dr. Raymond found fault with the present plan of 
distributing the annual appropriation, and sug- 
zested that it should be divided pro rata, accord- 
mngtothe extent of the service rendered by the 
fispensaries. In conclusion, he expressed the hope 
that a hospital for contagious di:eases would be 
dbuilt in Brooklyn, 

At the evening session of the conferencea paper 
which was prepared by Robert Treat Paine, Jr., 
President of the Associated Charities of Boston, 
wasread. The introductory part of the paper was 
devoted to remarks on the rapid and dangerous 
growth of pauperism and the immediate need of 
thorough and successful organization of charities. 
Un ier the former head Mr. Paine wrote: ‘* Paupers 
are fearfully prolific. Casting away all responsi- 
bility for offspring, they bring many children 
into life whose diseased bodies and brutal 
natures condemn them hopelessly to lives 
of degradation, of beggary, and’ of vice.” 
The duty of charity is, he believes, thurough or- 
ganization. bringing all workers among the poor 
into co-operation. Disorganized charity would be 
sure to fail. The first thing donein Boston was to 
establish a system of registration, which is now’in 
perfect working order. Its objects are to gather 
information and giveit. It collects reports of all 
relief by daily. weekly, or monthly returns, and 
posts them on cards kept in alphabetical 
order. The returns from each society or per- 
son are put on & separate card, and all the 
ecards relating to one family are fastened 
together by a hasp, which easily opens to 
to admit a new card. -Each society and person 
thus learns what relief the family gets from other 
sources. Over 20,000 cards are now on file, all held 
strictly secret, except for the legittmate purposes 
of deciding about relief or detecting imposture. 
Registration aims to aid every person; to give alths 
only to worthy poor: to lessen the labors of reliev- 
ing agencies by giving to each the knowledge of 
others, and by preserving all the information gath- 
ered; to stop impusture, so that the occupation of 
living on aims may cease, and to make sure that re- 
lief is adapted to the real needs of the applicant. 
Boston has organized a system substantially co- 
extensive with its limits. Ineach of 15 districts a 


conference has been formed, @ large number 
of friendly visitors are at work, and in nine of these 


districts permanent paid agents are employed. In 
some wards excellent results have attended the 
work without any paid agents, ladies and gentle- 
men not only acting as visitors, but dividing among 
themselves the duties of an agent. The grandest 
results of the system have been due to the efforts 
of friendly visitors, who have raised many families 
out of hen gf into independence and conscious

INFANTICIDE AT FLUSHING. 


<-> 
A MOTHER BURIES ALIVE THE CHILD OF HER 
DAUGHTER. 

Attention was called at an early hour yes- 
terday morning to the smothered cries of a child 
proceeding from a vault on the premises of Isaac 
Peck, areal estate agent, on Broadway, near the 
bridge, in Flushing, Long Island. Officer Fred 
Schmidt was summoned to make an investigation, 
and upon overhauling the contents of the vault, he 
found buried under a pile of ashes and clam-shelis, 
the body of a male child bundled in an old table- 
cloth. The infant was still alive, and was imme- 


diately placed in a physician’s hands. Notwith- 
standing the efforts to save it, it died within a few 
hours. The officer’s suspicions were directed to 
Susan Lees, a girl of 20, who lived With her parents 
over Mr. Peck’s office. He found heron a lounge, 
and told her he had reasons for believing that the 
child was hers. She admitted that she had given 
birth to it early that morning, and declared that 
her mother must have buried it in the vault. The 
girl and her mother, Sarah A. Leek, were taken 
into custody and subsequently arraigned before 
Justice Frame. Aftersome questioning the mother 
confessed the crime, which she said was done with 
her daughter’s knowledge. She was committed to 
the town lockup for further examination. and her 
daughter was removed to Officer Schmidt’s house, 
where she was given medical attendance. The 
Leeks have been in Flushing only a few months, 
having moved to that village from Manhasset, 
where the father of the girl was employed as fore- 
man in Lambado’s lumber-yard. The family are in 
poor circumstances. Nine children are to be pro- 
vided for, and the mother and her daughter Susan 
were in the habit of going out to work for their 
neighbors. Their poverty isthe chief motive that 
impelled the mother to the act. She denies that 
she bad any intention of burying the child alive, 
and says she supposed it was arenes dead when 
she wrapped it in the table-cloth. Both mother 
and daughter unite in saying the father of the child 
is a@ young unmarried news-agent, who was em- 
ployed on the Long Island Railroad until last Fall, 
when he suddenly disappeared, and was next heard 
of in California. His family live in Flushing, and 
are possessed of considerable property. The vil- 
lagers now recall the fact that he was paying con- 
siderable attention to the Leek girl last Summer. 


THE RESULT OF POOL FOR DRINES. 


FOUND ASLEEP IN THE WRONG ROOM AND 
ARRESTED FOR BURGLARY. 

James P. Hagan and. his cousin Thomas 
played pool for drinks until a late hour Wednesday 
night. On their way home they stopped into 
another saloon, where they had more liquor. 
James remarked that it was toolate for him to 
gain admission to his boarding-house, and was in- 
vited by kis cousin to spend the night with him at 
his room in a flat, No. 237 West Thirty-ninth-street. 


James became engaged in conversation with the 
bar-keeper, and his cousin, saying he was sleepy, 
told him to come home when he got ready, and 
left the place. James followed soon afterward, 
and found the street door open. His cousin’s 
room is on the third floor, and James made his way 
to the second floor, to the room which he supposed 
was his cousin’s. Finding the door locked, he 
crawled through a small window which opens into 
the hall,and being too drunk to undress him- 
self, he lay down on the floor and went 
to sleep. Soon after 2 o'clock yesterday morning 
he was wakened by a pistol bullet whizzing past 
his ear. Before he realized his sityation another 
ball shot past him, and, springing to his feet, he sped 
into the hall and down stairs. As he opened the 
door he was arrested by Officer Tregoning, of the 
Twentieth Precinct. Charles Miller, the man who 
fired the pistol, preferred a charge of burglary 
against the prisoner, and he was locked up. Officer 
Tregoning produced a pocket-book in the Jefferson 
Market Police Court, which he said he found in the 
hallway where he arrested Hagan, and as Miller 
identified the book as his property, Hagan was held 
for trial on the charge of burgiary. Justice Flam- 
mer was doubtful, however, whether the pocket- 
book was dropped by Miller when he entered the 
house or whether Hagan had stolen it.

EX-GOVY. LAWRENCE'S WILL. 

The will of the ‘late ex-Gov. William Beach 
Lawrence, of Rhode Island, who died in this City a 
few days ago, was offered for probate in the Surro- 
gate’s court yesterday. The decedent leaves his 
entire estate in trust to his Executors during the 


life-time of his son, Albert Gallatin Lawrence, and 
his daughter Esther, providing, however, that out 
of the income the Executors shall pay to the testa- 
tor’s five children, Albert, Esther, Isaac, Cornelia, 
and James $4,000 annually each, and assoon as the 
condition of the accumulated income will warrant 
it a further sum of $10,000 each absolutely, except- 
ing Albert Gallatin. At the death of Albert and 
Esther the estate is to be equally divided be- 
tween the surviving children and their heirs 
and the heirs of Albert and Esther. The will was 
executed in 1879, andisin the handwriting of the 
testator, the terms governing the administration 
and disposition of the property being very exact 
end detailed. The fourteenth clause provides that, 
owing to the testator’s experience as to the ruinous 
results to all concerned from litigation regarding 
wiils, any child or beneficiary under his will who 
shall oppose its admission to probate, er to seek to 
overturn its provisions, shall be debarred from any 
participation in its benefits, and his or her share 
spall revert to those who do not contest. The

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, wn this region, cloudy weather, with 
vecasional snow, westerly winds, stationary or 
lower temperature, decidedly higrer barometer. 


Though the receipts of the Government 
for the month just closed “will be equal to 
those of March, 1880, the*surplus applicable 
to the reduction of the public debt will 
be less than half that of last year. This 
can be readily accounted for by the payment 
of $7,000,000 for deficiencies of pensions—a 
product of sentimental legislation which 
is sufficiently serious to challenge atten- 
tion. By those hopefuli persons who are 
acting as if the spending’power of the peo- 
ple were to be enlarged in constantly increas- 
ing ratio, attention ought to be directed to. 
the fact that the elasticity of our imports 
has been checked, and that the total of the 
last calendar year, if not of the last fiscal 
year, bids fair to remain the maximum for 
some time to come. The existence of a 
period of solid business prosperity will 
not be questioned, and its permanence is 
merely a question of careful trading and 
rational confidence. But the time when 
great numbers of people can be sud- 
denly enriched by the inflation of 
values which are more or less fictitious has 
evidently passed, and the more distinctly 
tWat fact is recognized the longer shall we be 
able to stave off the inevitable collapse. 





Secretary Wrinpom met a number of 
bankers and business men of this and other 
cities last evening, but the main conference 
on the position of the maturing debt will 
be held to-day, and probably continued to- 
morrow, at the Sub-Treasury. Secretary 
Wrnpom is prepared for the frankest and 
fullest consultation, and the _ report 
that he has brought with him a 
definite plan, which he will seek to 
enforce at all hazards, is entirely 
unfounded. That he will feel obliged to 
follow the advice that may be given him is, 
of course, not to be assumed, and that. he 
will find the business men whom he con- 
sults entirely unanimous is by no means cer- 
tain. But that he desires to get all the in- 
formation that-may be useful, and will seek 
it with candor, is beyond question. 


What may be called the old quarrel be- 
tween Gen. SHERMAN and the Chief Signal 
Officer, has broken out again, Gen. Hazen 
having succeeded to the inheritance of bick- 
ering left by the late Gen. Mymr. The cause 
of the dispute is the detail of officers of the 
Army for duty in the Signal Service. Gen. 
Myer was able to control these gelections, 
and his successor naturally desires to follow 
his example, but Gen. SHERMAN insists that 
the General of the Army should order the 
details of officers. Technically, Gen. Sumr- 
MAN ‘is entirely right in asserting that he has 
sole power to detail the officers required for 
special duty. It would be subversive of all 
military , discipline if subordinate officers, 
heads of‘ different branches of the military 
service, should be generally permitted 
to gather a staff of officers and men from the 
Army, independent of the authority of the 
Gencral of the Army. Secretary LincoLn 
is qnite right in issuing his order requiring 

_ 2 detail to be made by the General of the 


Amy; and stipulating that the Colonels of 


Uae regiments from which these are to be 


drawn shall first consent to the detail. Nev- 


ertheless, it isa matter to be regretted that 
the Chief Signal Officer and the General of 


the Army cannot come to some mutual un- 
derstanding by which they may agree upon 
the men to be selected, (the good of the ser- 
vice being always first considered,) while 


the official order shall be issued by the only 


competent authority—the oflcer in com- 
mand of the Army. 


Mr. GzEorGE Buiss appeared before the 
Assembly Committee on Cities yesterday in 


the ungracious roéle of an opponent of the 


Street-cleaning bill from which so much is 
expected in thisCity. Much of his criticism 
is by no means without foundation, and it 
would not be surprising if the law should 
develop some serious defects such as are 
almost certain to find place in hasty 
legislation. But when Mr. Buss at- 
tempts to defend or palliate the ridiculous 
failure of the present system and the condi- 
tion of the streets, many of which have not 
known the touch of broom or shovel for 
three months, he simply places himself 
outside of the pale of criticism. 
ment against placing power in the hands of 
the Mayor is the familiar one behind which 
all the abuses and corruptions of government 
without clearly defined responsibility have 
long been intrenched. 


Making allowance for the embodiment of 
the street-cleaning provisions in another bill, 
about a third of the charter amendments has 
been gone through by the State Senate. 
By the efforts of that eccentric reformer, 
Mr. George H. Forster, a good many 
objectionable features of . the existing 
law have been saved from repeal by the Mc- 
Carthy bill, and several new features chiefly 
directed against the system of purchasing or 
retaining Municipal positions by promises 
of payment in kind have been retained. At 
the present rate of progress it will take the 
Senate another two weeks at least. to finish 
consideration of the bill, and under the ap- 
plication of the principles which seem to 
prevail with the Senate, it will be a 
very poor bill when it leaves their hands. 
Unfortunately, the Assembly seems even 
less disposed than the Senate to waive party 
considerations for public benefit, and it 
requires a good deal of faith to assume that 
any valuable installment of Municipal reform 
willemerge from the ordeal of joint ‘‘amend- 
ment.’’ It happens, however, that the 
people are more than usually earnest on the 
question of having the worth of their money 
in the conduct of City business, and it is 
just possible that the majority in hoth 
hoyses may be brought to recognize the fact 
that what is best for the public is also best 
for the party. 


REPUBLICANISM AND THE TARIFF. 


Some of the Western Republican journals 
have recently been discussing the orthodoxy 
of our position with reference to the tariff. 
It occurs to the excellent gentlemen who 
conduct these ‘journals to warn us that we 
should either abandon what they are pleased 
to call our free trade doctrines or go over 
to the Democratic Party. The choice strikes 
us as @ Very narrow one, and we have not 
the slightest intention of being driven to 
it. If we had time for the advocacy 
of ‘‘out and out’ free trade, we 
should never think of trying to advance it 
through the agency of a party which has 
shown itself so weak, trimming, and with- 
out influence on that class of subjects as has 
the Democratic Party. To talk of ‘‘ Demo- 
cratic free trade,’’ indeed, as our critics do, 
shows either a good deal of ignorance or 
considerable carelessness as to facts. The 
article which the Democrats produce under 
that label is entirely spurious, and fit for use 
only on the platforms of National Con- 
ventions, and in the columns of 
more or less doctrinaire journals. It 
has not strength or consistency 
enough for employment in legislation. 'The 
Democratic Party was once a low tariff par- 
ty, and from 1846 to 1860 gave the country 
the nearest approach to freedom of trade 
that it ever had. But six years ago 
the party came into control of the 
House of | Representatives, and two years 
ago, of the Senate of the United 
States. During that long period, with 
every inducement and opportunity, it 
has done nothing to materially reduce, or 
amend, orimprove the tariff. In the last 
canvass, according to one of its ablest rep- 
resentatives, it ‘‘laid down its banner with- 
out a struggle to defend it.’’ These well- 
known facts being considered, we should, 
even if we desired to advance free trade, de- 
cline to enlist in a party which has already 
trailed that banner in the dust. © 

‘ But, as a matter of fact, we desire simply 
such a rational, gradual, and careful reform 
of the abuses of our tariff as, we are confi- 
dent, can be had through the Republican 
Party. We see no necessity of leaving our 
party to gain that end, and we should cer- 
tainly refuse to be driven to any such course 
because some of our fellow-Republicans dif- 
fer with us as to the necessity of that re- 
form. If there be a portion of our 
party who believe that the present tariff 
is perfect, and that it is sacrilege to offer to 
touch it, we see no evidence that they are 
the whole party, or even a majority of it. 
They have never succeeded in getting their 
ideas embodied in the declarations of a Na- 
tional Convention, and even if they did, we 
might be pardoned for waiting a while to 
see whether such a declaration really met 
the wishes of the whole party. The Cleve- 
land Leader, which seems unnecessarily anx- 
ious to have us quit the Republican Party, 
says the ‘‘latest and greatest victory” of 
the Republican Party was’ ‘‘won upon 
the broad declaration that the duties levied 
for the purpose of revenue should so dis- 
criminate as to favor American labor.’’ 
Very well, that is nota declaration against 
a reform of the numerous abuses in the 
present tariff, in cases where duties are not 
levied for the purpose of revenue and dis- 
criminate against American labor. The 
words quoted are by no means a statement 
of extreme protectionist, any more than of 
extreme free trade, doctrine. 
son we are quite content to have our ‘‘or- 
thodoxy’’—so far as it is of importance to 
any one—judged by this standard. We find 
in the platform nothing which forbids a 
change in the tariff on copper, which 
at present permits a few millionaires 
to sell their metal at a higher price in the 
American than in foreign markets; orin the 
tariff on yellow metal. which has practically 
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crushed a considerable American industry; 


or in the tariff on paper and paper mate: 


rials, which, by a Treasury decision, has 
made a few mill-owners wealthy at the ex- 
pense of those who read books and news- 
papers; or in the tariff on woolen blankets, 


which yields a few dollars only to the 
Treasury while raising the cost of an im- 


portant necessary of life to a large part of 
the American people. These are but scat- 
tered specimens of numerous changes which 
ought to be made in our tariff precisely for 
the protection of American labor, and we 


have confidence that sooner or later they 
will be made by Republican votes. 

It is not a question of the doctrines of 
absolute free trade. With an outstanding 
public debt of over two billions of dollars 
and an annual interest charge of $88,000,000, 
we are not.so situated as even to contemplate 
free trade. We shall have, in the language of 
the Republican platform, ‘‘ duties levied for 
the purpose of revenue’’ for long years to 
come. It is the duty of Congress to so 
arrange these duties that they shall weigh as 
lightly as possible on the labor and com- 
merce of the country. It is absurd to 
maintain that they are now so arranged, or 
that they either do, or were meant to, dis- 
criminate in favor of American labor. 
Many hundred of the present duties were 
hastily imposed in time of war to raise large 
revenues quickly, and to compensate for 
heavy internal duties. The latter have been 
abolished. The war was closed seventeen 
years ago; what is the sense of insisting that 
such duties shall not be carefully revised ? 
Why should we not treat our tariff as we 
have done our internal revenue, and adapt 
it to the changed conditions that have come 
about? In advocating such a policy, weare 
as completely within the lines of the Repub- 
lican Party as in advocating equal suffrage. 
With all due respect to those who would like 
to see us elsewhere, we shall remain there. 


THE STREET-CLEANING BILL. 


The Senate acted with commendable 
promptness as well as wonderful unanimity 
in passing the Street-cleaning bill which was 
the joint production of the Mayor and a sub- 
committee of the committee of citizens 
appointed at the Cooper Institute meet- 
ing two weeks ago to-night. It seemed 
disposed to allow the City to try the 
new experiment without delay, and to 
take the consequences of its failure or 
success. It isto be hoped that the Assem- 
bly will not dally with the subject or stand 
in the way of its swift progress, for there is 
but slight mitigation of the loathsome con- 
dition of the streets, and a warm, ‘‘ muggy 
spell’”’ of Spring weather is likely to in- 
tervene any day. The people will have 
little patience with delay that contains 
a menace of pestilence. The Assembly 
should pass the bill as _ speedily as 
its methods of proceduré will admit. There 
was no occasion for committee hearings. The 
provisions of the bill and its defects are well 
known, but there is no prospect of eradicat- 
ing its chief defect without endangering, or 
at least seriously delaying, any measure of 
relief. Give us the law as it is. If it gives 
us clean streets, the immediate object of 
legislation will be gained, and the radical 
fault in the structure of the law may be 
cured hereafter. 


In our opinion the work of the sub-com- 
mittee of the Citizens’ Committee of Twenty- 
one has been somewhat hasty. It may be 
urged that there was pressing necessity for 
haste, and the co-operation of the Mayor 
was eminently desirable. The obvious an- 
swer is that it would take no longer toact ona 
sound principle than on an unsound one, and 
if the Mayor’s:co-operation required a com- 
plete yielding to his own notions, it may 
prove of doubtful value in the end. The 
demand of the Cooper Institute meeting was 
for a separate department of street-cleaning 
** under a responsible head.’”?’ This demand 
was based on the right principle. Separa- 
tion’ from other Municipal work and 
responsibility in the head was what was 
wanted, but there shbuld be some means 
of immediately enforcing theresponsibility. 
The Mayor had already expressed himself 
in favor of a plan which should put the 
whole responsibility directly upon him, and 
when the ‘sub-committee came to consult 
with him they merely adopted his propo- 
sition. The bill creates a separate depart- 
ment and gives it all the power and 
authority necessary for effective work, 
but it makes the Mayor himself the 
‘*responsible head,’’ while the Superintend- 
ent is virtually only a foreman under his 
command. The fault with this is that it 
gives the Mayor charge of the administra- 
tive details of the new department, instead of 
allowing it a head of its own, and if there is 
failure in its management the people must 
wait for the election to enforce responsibili- 
ty, with a chance of being in for another two 
years of failure. The ‘‘ responsible head’”’ 
should be in a position to be taken off and 
replaced with a better one in case of need. 
The Mayor should be responsible for the 
administration of all departments, with the 
power to remove and replace heads, and it 
would have been well to bring the right 
principle into practice with the new Street- 
cleaning Department, and extend it to others 
as speedily as possible. 


- But the matter has not been started on 
this idea, and we cannot stop now and take’ 
all the chances involved in an attempt to 
start over again. We have no reason to ap- 
prehend that Mayor Grace would not put 
the proposed system of street-cleaning into 
operation with vigor and success. We 
have every reason to believe that he 
would speedily get it into working 
order and purge the City of its accumulated 
filth.. We hope that he would keep it clean 
and put the new department on the way to 
permanent success. After that is done it 
may yet be placed in the same relation 
with the executive head of the Municipal 
Government as other departments, when 
they, it is to be hoped, will also have re- 
sponsible heads, subject to the rightful au- 
thority of areal Mayor, who will feel his 
responsibility to the people. 

While one great object has been to get 
street-cleaning out of politics and politics 
out of street-cleaning, to the purification 
of both, it is somewhat irritating to 
see a disposition showing itself to 
oppose the pending bill on the ground that 
it will place the employment of men and the 
making of contracts in the control of the 
Mayor, and that he may use his power for 
the benefit of the political party to which he 


os 


belongs. Aside from the assurances of Mr. 
Grace that he will conduct this business on 


business principles and without regard to 


politics, it is utterly useless to persist in the 
attempt to prevent an abuse of power by dif- 
fusing responsibility. When the Mayor’s 
responsibility is made complete and accom- 


panied by the power necessary to its fulfill- 


ment, the people will find means of holding 


him to its requirements. Then, too, they 
will find it much easier to get politics out of 


the management of Municipal business. ~ 


SENATOR HILL'S POSIES. 


Mrs. Hemans, in one of her now half-for- 
gotten poems, requests her readers to bring 
flowers—flowers, she says, for the festal 
board, flowers for the conqueror, flowers for 
the captive’s lonely cell, flowers for the 
bride to wear, flowers for the bier, the shrine, 
and for various and sundry other persons and 
objects; but never, so far as we can now re- 
call, does the poet ask that flowers shall be 
brought for the United States Senator 
wrestling with the English language, Sena- 
tor Manong, and his own contending emo- 
tions. There are precedents, however, for the 
decoration of a Senator’s desk with floral 
offerings, as these posies are elegantly calle d 
by the reporters. Onarecent occasion, flow- 
ers were presented to Senator MAHONE, who 
is now acting as firebrand in general to the 
Senate. Those flowers were sent, it is said, 
from the White House, and were a delicate 
tribute to the fiery eloquence of the Senator 
from Virginia, much to the perturbation of 
those frugal persons who have a notion that 
the White House flowers should be sold in 
the market and the proceeds applied to the 
payment of the national debt. But the flow- 
ers sent to the honorable Senator from 
Georgia were not designed as a tribute 
of royal favor, as was sardonically said of 
the gift to Mr. Manong. On the contrary, 
it should be remarked that the floral offer- 
ing to Mr. Bensamin Hix, which is de- 
scribed as something enormous and gor- 
geous, was sent by certain ladies of Alexan- 
dria, Va. It was bigger, brighter, and more 
brilliant than Senator Manonxz’s. In this 
manner does the admirer of some favorite 
ballet-dancer, fired with jealousy and emula- 
tion, outdo the friend of his inamorata’s 
rival. If Mademoiselle Thinlegs ‘receives a 
floral offering measuring four feet across, it 
is certain that Signorina Bandolini will have 
one, the next night, whose dimensions shall 
so far outdo all previous works that the 
first-named lady will die of envy. 

Senator Hizu’s flowers were of Virginia 
bloom. The buds of a less poetic region, 
we must assume, would not represent the 
nobility of the recipient and the tenderness 
of the givers. And it was expressly said, as 
in fine scorn, by the senders of the gift, that 
the flowers did not come from the White 
House, which must have made Mr. Ma- 
HONE feel very sick indeed when he saw 
this in the newspapers next day. The 
donors of the posies went on to say, in 
that large and masculine way which 
ladies always assume when they are 
addressing themselves to the general public, 
that the Senator from Georgia was thus sin- 
gled out for floral decoration ‘‘ because he 
has anchored himself in the hearts of true 
Virginians everywhere.’”’ To be able to 
anchor one’s self in the hearts of true Vir- 
ginians everywhere must be a grateful task, 
especially when this noble service is to be 
rewarded by the gift of a floral offering big- 
ger and costlier than any other man’s. But 
it seems that the reward was for a speech 
in which Senator Hi1 not only anchored 
himself, as aforesaid, but preserved the 
traditions and “‘ maintained the former illus- 
trious history of Virginia.’’ As we do not 
look for logic and flowers together, 
we must pardonthe mixed figures of the 
alleged fair donors of Mr. HiLu’s bouquet. 
Let us not too curiously inquire as to the 
meaning of ‘ the former illustrious history 
of Virginia,’’ or how it was ‘‘ maintained.” 
There is so much in the history of Virginia 
that will not bear examination that it would 
be acharity to the writers of the exceedingly 
able letter to Senator Hr to glide over this 
part of their communication without remark. 


But then it appears that the greatest feat 
performed by the illustrious Senator from 
Georgia was when ‘‘ he sheathed the swotd 
of one of her [Virginia’s] own Senators 
which had been treacherously pointed to 
pierce her fair fame.’’ This, we must ad- 
mit, is rather beyond the common under- 
standing. History fails to record when and 
where Mr. Hrx1 sheathed the sword of any- 
body. He did make a speech against Sena- 
tor Manone, and when the Senator replied 
it’ was the candid opinion of most people 
that the Senator from Georgia had the 
worst of it. Then, again, there is no 
explanation of the alleged pointing 
of the sword of Senator MAHONE at 
the fair fame of Virginia. It has been 
alleged, it is true, that Senator MAnons, by 
voting with the Republicans in the organi- 
zation of the Senate, attempted to chain the 
State of Virginia to the car of the bloated 
and corrupt Administration which has just 
come into power, and that the floral offer- 
ing, sent to this bold bad man from the 
White House, was only a mark of royal favor 
which any free-born son of Virginia would 
have blushed to smell at. Nevertheless, we 
must say that the figure of the treacherously 
pointed sword and the alleged pointing at 
the fair fame of Virginia sound more like 
Senator Ben Hitt than anybody else. If 
the letter which accompanied the floral 
offering had been taken bodily out of one of 
Hr.u’s speeches it could not have been any 
better. 


Is not this floral business alittle overdone ? 
There is a grim jocosity in the sight of a 
florist staggering under the weight of a 
back-load of ‘‘tributes of respect’’ as he 
walks up the side aisle of a church, before 
the corpse comes in. The ships, hasps, 
swords, shields, hearts, and miscellaneous 
devices that are nightly handed over the foot- 
lights of the theatres are food for mirth and 
ridicule. Men, dying, leave word that 
‘*no flowers’’ shall be tacked to the note 
of their obituary. And a poor widow, 
wringing her hands over a_ twenty-five- 
dollar basket of flowers, sent on 
her birthday, has cried, ‘‘They send me 
flowers, and my children want bread!’ 
Senator Hill did not want any flowers. He 
might well say, ‘‘They send me flowers 
when I want brains!” How would Cicrro, 
denouncing CaTrIuinE, (and: we will let Mr. 
Hriu be the Cicero to Mr. Manonn’s Cati- 
line.) have looked. smelling at a floral offer- 
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ing in the Senate, sent by the ladies of 
Rome, and finally carrying it home in his 


toga? Let Mr. Hrrz imagine, if he can, 


BurRKE arraigning WARREN Hast1nos be- 
fore Parliament, (and we beg pardon of the 
shade of Mr. BuRKE,) and sitting down with 
a floral tribute when his famous oration was 


finished. The time has passed when floral 
tributes mean anything. _ It is darkly hinted 


that weak-minded men and women pay for 
the offerings publicly presented to them. 
Senator Hitt knows how well he has de- 
served this offering at the hands of beauty, 
and he knew just where to look in his speech 
for the exceedingly able letter which the al- 
leged donors sent with the posy. If fate 
shall decree that there shall be more mas- 
terly orations and more timely and eloquent 
speeches from Senator Hint, may we not 
hope that the Senator, mindful of the har- 
mony and the dignity of the Senate, when 
he advertises his great effort, will modestly 
add, ‘‘ No flowers.”’

CAPE. SIMMONS. 

The decay of the American whale fishery 
has, curiously enough, never excited the 
sympathy of the friends of American ship- 
builders. The fact that our whales cannot 
successfully compete with cheap kerosene 
ought to have suggested the necessity of 
putting a prohibition tax on the latter article 
and the payment of bounties to whalers. 
These measures either would or would not 
revive the whaling business and restore the 
prosperity of Nantucket and New-London. 

There yet linger in Connecticut sea-ports 
the memories of the glory of the departed 
whalers. A few old whaling Captains still 
survive, and are treated with as much honor 
as if they were veterans of 1812. Prominent 
among these is Capt. Simmons, whose able 
efforts to promote harmony once made him 
one of the most famous of Connecticut 
whalers. The story of the voyage of his 
ship, the James. Brockway, will probably 
fade into oblivion with the disappearance of 
the present generation, and it may be worth 


. while to rehearse it to an oil and gas burn- 


ing community that knows only by name 
the lost art of whaling. 

The Brockway was a new ship, and her 
owners, all of whom lived in New-London, 
were anxious to secure a good Captain. 
There were several applicants for the posi- 
tion, and they all happened to hate each 
other with great vigor. Capt. Pratt wasa 
sailor of a good deal of experience, but 
there was a general lack of confidence in 
him, in spite of his loud assertions of his 
own great merit. Capt. Tuthill was also 
thought to be a man who would be apt to 
surround himself with officers whose 
fitness consisted in their devotion to 
his interests, and Capt. Brewster, who 
was a young and well-meaning sailor, had 
little experience, and was too much given to 
asserting that he was the only honest and 
intelligent whaler living. The owners, after 
hearing these applicants, and tiring of their 
abuse of one another, rejected them all, and 
appointed Capt. Simmons to the command 
of the Brockway. The choice was generally 
approved by the New-Londoners. They said 
that the Captain was a good man, a mem- 
ber of the Argylite Church, and one who 
would select good officers, and treat his 
crew kindly and fairly. Everybody said 
that it was a good thing that Pratt and 
Tuthill had been defeated in their aspira- 
tions, and that the James Brockway wouid 
certainly make a prosperous voyage under 
her excellent commander. 

Capt. Simmons selected his officers pri- 
vately, and each one was notified not to 
come on board the ship until the hour of 
sailing, and not to mention his appointment 
toanybody. The result was that when the 
Brockway sailed it was discovered that Capt. 
Pratt was her first mate, Capt. Brewster her 
second mate, and Capt. Tuthill her boat- 
swain. Capt. Simmons, in the goodness of 
his heart, had decided that he ought to pro- 
mote harmony among the sea Captains of 
New-London, and accordingly he had sought 
to reconcile his rivals by giving them all 
employment. 

The ship was no sooner at sea than Capt. 
Pratt informed Capt. Simmons that he had 
better stay down in his state-room and read 
Sunday-school books and not meddle with 
his first officer. In the interests of harmony 
Capt. Simmons accepted this advice, and 
virtually placed the command of the ship in 
Capt. Pratt’s hands. The latter instantly 
turned the steward, who was an excellent 
man, out of office and appointed one of the 
sailors in his place, and then informed his 
brother officers that he despised them and 
proposed to have nothing whatever to do 
with them. 

Thenceforth the officers passed their time 
chiefly in throwing things at one another. 
Capt. Brewster refused to obey Capt. Pratt, 
and Capt. Tuthill refused to obey Capt. 
Brewster. When the three officers met at 
dinner—for it was stipulated by Capt. Sim- 
mons that they would dine together—their 
curses were frightful to hear. At night, 
when Capt. Tuthill came on deck, he would 
throw surreptitious belaying-pins at Capt. 
Pratt, and when Capt. Brewster relieved 
them he was usually knocked down as soon 
as he emerged from the companion-way. 
Few whales were captured, for when a 
whale was sighted and the boats were to be 
cleared away, the three officers, instead of 
taking command of their boats, would 
fall upon one another and roll over 
the deck and fight until they were 
so exhausted that the steward would carry 
them below, one atatime, and put them in 
their berths. Meanwhile, Capt. Simmons 
occasionally exhorted his officers to be har- 
monious. He reminded them that before 
they left port he had promised each one 
that he should have everything his own way, 
and that, even if he had been unable'to keep 
this promise, they really ought not to quar- 
rel and thus put him in an unpleasant situa- 
tion. Nevertheless, the obstinate officers 
continued to swear and to hammer one an- 
other, and had it not been that Capt. Pratt 
was the strongest of the three, and could 
thus maintain some little vestige of author- 
ity, the ship would have been without any 
controlling head. 

Four years later the James Brockway 
came back to New-London with three bar- 
rels of oil, but without Capts. Pratt, Tuthill, 
and Brewster. Those gentlemen had grad- 
ually killed one another, and the rougher 
men among the crew had promoted them- 
selves to the vacant berths and had refused 
to do any work except to sail the ship home. 
The good Capt. Simmons could never un- 


derstand why his efforts at harmony had so 
signally failed, and why the owners of the 


Brockway removed him from command and 


advised him to confine himself in the future 
to teaching Sunday-school. 





The ridiculous Anti-treating law of Wiscon- 
sin is but asingle incident in the abundant crop 


of liquor laws produced by this Winter's Legisla- 


tures. In Delaware a game of see-saw is in prog- 
ress. The House now has before it avery strin- 
gent prohibitory bill passed by the Senate, while 
the Senate has already killed a local option bill 
passed by the House. The Senate billis expected 
to become alaw. In Illinois the House defeated 
& proposed constitutional amendment prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale-of liquor. In Indiana a 
local option bill was defeated in the Senate. In 
Kansas the new liquor law is giving much trouble. 
Citizens find themselves unable to buy cologne, 
bay rum, spirits of camphor, &c., without a physi- 
cian’s prescription, and one minister has publicly 
declared that although his church is liable to be 
closed asanuisance, and himself to be sent to 
State’s prison, he will nevertheless continue to 
administer the Sacrament. Meanwhile there 
is a growing opinion that the law is 
unconstitutional. In Michigan a _ proposed 
prohibitory constitutional amendment failed in 
both houses. In New-Jersey a local option bill 
was humorously debated, amendments being of- 
fered forbidding the use of tobacco, the wearing of 
wigs, corsets, and high-heeled shoes without popu- 
lar consent, &c. The bill did not become a law. 
In New-York there isthe usual variety of Excise 
bills, and a commission has been appointed to re- 
vise and consolidate existing laws. In North Car- 
Olina a bill regulating the sale of liquor passed the 
House, but was defeated in the Senate. There- 
upon an iron-clad law was passed, subject to the 
opinion of the people of the State, which isto be 
taken at an election on the first Thursday of next 
Angust. The bill prohibits not only the sale, but 
the manufacture, and even the importation, of 
spirituous drinks. The bill is favored by the 
whites and the best of the blacks, and it is said 
to be a political rather than a temperance measure, 
the object of its promoters being rather to free the 
State from Inspectors of Revenue than from drunk- 
ards. In Ohio the subjectis being actively dis- 
cussed, but final action is not yet reported. Ifthe 
Republicans do pass a liquor law, they will lose the 
beer-drinking German vote, and if they do not the 
Prohibitionists will desert ina body. Either alter- 
native seems so dreadful tothe Republican poli- 
tician of Ohio that his present lot is not a happy 
one. In South Carolina anew law prohibits the 
sale of liquor except in municipal corporations, 
where saloon keepers must pay $100 for a license, 
the amount going into the county Treasury. 
Charleston City is an exception; there a license 
costs $200,and the money goes to the city. In 
Texas a billsubmitting a constitutional amendment 
to the people passed the Senate, but was lost in 
the House. In West Virginia a similar measure 
was lost in the Senate. 
= = 
Mr. WHITTIER, and the Rev. Dr. G. E. ELuis 
have each published a long letter as to the histor- 
ical basis of the ‘ King’s Missive.” Mr. Wurrtrer, 
in reply to Mr. Exuis’s challenge of his accuracy, 
does not reaffirm the literal correctness of the 
incident in which the Quaker SHartuck is per- 
mitted to remain covered before the haughty 
Governor, but he does good-naturedly maintain— 
as becomes a Quaker poet—that his poetic ver- 
sion nevertheless preserves with tolerable cor- 
rectness the spirit, tone, and color of the 
story and its time. In support of this broader 
view of the subject he explains several of the 
cases which Mr. Exits advanced to prove that the 
persecution of the Quakers was almost a necessary 
administrative measure, and furthermore makes 
abundant citation of instances in which the Quak- 
ers were excessively punished. He declares, what 
will readily be believed,that in singing the wrongsof 
the Quakers he had no intent to be unjust to the 
Puritans, for whom much excuse, he admits, is to 
be found in the hard and cruel spirit of their age. 
He closes with a compliment to Mr. Exuis’s in- 
genious defense of the Massachusetts colonists. 
and intimates that his ‘‘Socinianism’’—which, we 
believe, is certainly nota felony and probably no 
more than a misdemeanor pow—would at the very 
least have earned for his ears a croppingif he had 
lived in those troublesome times. Mr. Ex.is, in his 
replication, says that he isn’t a Socinian, and that he 
might as well have been called a Parsee, or a Mug- 
gletonian. Much, of course, must be pardoned to 
areverend doctor who has actually been called a 
Socinian, and who feels as badly as though he had 
been called a Muggletonian. But Mr. Extis so 
abundantly makes good his original assertions that 
{t would seem as though his self-complacency 
would have prevented even such slight impatience 
as he manifests at the impugnment of his ortho- 
doxy. In brief, Mr. Exxis claims, and shows from 
original records, that the contrast between the 
mild, unobtrusive, and generally lovable persons 
known to this generation as Quakers, who are at 
worst alittle shy, and the ‘seditious, slanderous, 
malignant, blasphemous,” &c., Quakers of 1660and 
thereabouts is such that itis hard to form a cor- 
rect judgment now as to whether they then re- 
ceived their deserts or something more. Mr. ELLs 
thinks both that they were harshly treated and 
that they brought it on themselves, and he is very 
sure that they owe the alleviation of their unhappy 
lot tothe change of sentiment among the Massa- 
chusetts colonists rather than [to any gracious act 
on the part.of that graceless reprobate, CuaRuzs II.

The “fifty colored citizens of Louisiana,” 
who called on President GarrieLp a day or two 
since, are reported to have taken; the long journey 
—they are presumably dona fide representatives of 
the State—for the purpose of presenting an address 
which is said to contain the views and wishes of 
the colored people in that part of the country. In 
the address many good things are claimed for those 
people—among otMers that they are not behind 
other American citizens in the march of progress; 
that by their labor seven-eighths of the sugar and 
rice crops of the State are raised, and five-eighths 
of the cotton crop; and that they pay taxes on 
property assessed for $25,000,000. Further, accord- 
ing to the address, the colored people ask no pew 
legislation, but want only the honest enforcement 
of laws already existing for their protection, an 
equal participation in the benefits of the public 
school system, and the full rights of citizens 
to take part in political discussién and vote 
freely as they please. This is very excel- 
lent as far as it goes. The address is indeed 
admirable, and the President is reported to have 
expressed himself as being highly pleased with it. 
It is to be hoped that he was not equally well pleased 
with the three or four unsavory New-Orleans poli- 
ticians who were at tho head of the self-appoiated 
“committee representing the colored people of 
Louisiana.’ Those unfortunate people have suf- 
fered many wrongs, among the worst of which have 
been the impositions put upon them by acertain 
class of designing tricksters of their own color. 
The person who is reported to have officiated as 
the leading spokesman of “the committee”’ is one 
of the chiefs of the class in question. He and men 
like him have already done enough to misrepresent 
the black people of the far South. Coming from 
some other source the satisfactory address re- 
ferred to might have given more pleasure to Re- 
publicans who earnestly desire the advancement 
of the freedmen. As it is, however, the whole 
affair may be regarded as the forerunner of an 
effort to secure Federal patronage for a selfish 
New-Orleans ring—an effort which will be care- 
fully watched and should be defeated.

It has been recently discovered that the tis- 
sues of dead animals, when left to the natural pro- 
cess of dissolution at the proper temperature, suf- 
fer certain changes which eventuate in the genera- 
tion of an organism closely resembling the Trichina 
spiralis, and allied to it in structure and physiolo- 
gy, but having a very different embryology—one 
that establishes a fundamental distinction between 
them. This post-mortem organism has been pretty 
carefully studied within the last few months by 
American observers, and given the specific and 
suggestive name of the death vibrio. At atemper- 
ature of from 8° to 90° Fahrenheit, according to 
recent microscopic researches, it makes its ap- 
pearance in the muscular and visceral tissues of 
defunct animals, in the course of from 24 to 36or 
48 hours—and earlier if the animal was suffering 
from febrile disease at the time of killing, or if the 
air is humid as well as hot. It is preceded by the 
development in vast numbers of minute spherical 
bodies about a thirty-thousandth of an inch in 
diameter; put whether there is any relation be- 
tween the two is not yet settled. In its micro- 


scopic appearance and measurement the deatk 


vibrio resembles the TJrichina spiralis so closely 


that only a thorough expert would be able to dis 


tinguish the one from the other, particularly wher 


isolated from the surrounding tissue or ex 
isting in the free state. The _trichine- 
is, however, an  encysted organism dur 
ing the earlier stages of its existence. 
The ovum, which is originally spherical, or nearly 


80, and. very minute, develops in the course of its 


rapid enlargement two protuberances which con: 
siderably increase its diameter in one direction, 
and usually lie parailel with the muscular fibre to 
whose sheath the egg is fixed. At the same time 
the internal contents of the egg become granular, 
and presently the young trichina appears in the 
centre coiled round and round like a mortally 
wounded snake. The sac ruptures and the worm 


escapes—an active and destructive rematoid foi 
which, at this stage, the death vibrio may be read- 
ily mistaken. The latter, however, is never en- 
cysted,so far as it has been studied, although it 
may possibly become so in the process of reproduc- 


tion. From the researches that have been made 


there is reason to believe that the existence of the 
death vibrio isa common, and perhaps nearly uni- 
versal, phenomenon of animal decomposition. It 
has been found in autopsies on the human body 
very frequently, particularly in cases of death from 
febrile disease: and there are abundant grounds t¢ 
suppose that if any industrious microscopist cared 
to institute an examination of the so-called cured 
meats offered in the market, he would be surprised 
at the prevalence of this organism in the ham, 
sausages, &c., consumed by our tenement-house 
population. That meats: containing it produce 
deadly and sometimes fatal gastric disturbance, 
when intperfectly cooked, is shown by medical ex- 
perience; but whether it is the presence of the or- 
ganism itself or the state of semi-decomposition 
that is responsible for the result is not known, 
Again, the finding of organisms readily mistaker 
for trichine at the autopsy of a patient in whom 
febrile disturbance was marked is not conclusive 
proof of death from trichinosis, unless the parasites 
are observed in the encysted condition or fragment- 
ary remains of cysts are abundant. As agenera) 
rule, save after a rigorous examination, househoid- 
ers should beware of cured meats, particularly of 
ham, which is often so imperfectiv treated that 
post-mortem changes are not completely arrested, 
and whose consumption must either result in sep- 
tic fever, if the death vibrio is present, or in true 
trichinosis, if infected with the more deadly organ- 
ism. The symptoms, according to medical obser- 
vation, are very similar in both diseases, and the 


ratio of mortality about the same.

Mr.John Foord then spoke on behalf of the Ichthy- 
ophagous Club. Prof. Atwater is at this moment 
telling about the relations between Goethe, the 
nileged father of German culture, and the fish busi- 
ness. 

10:20 o’clock._-Mr. Fred Mather, the gentleman 
who is weil known as the introducer of the grid- 
jron into the German Empire, said a few words 
nbout seals. He was followed by Mr. Hill, of the 
Long Island (alleged) Railroad. Mr. Hill said: 
“Nobody present will acknowledge any connec- 
tion with the Long Island Railroad. It has bank- 
rupted every one who has ever been connected 
with it. President Roosevelt wants passes for 
every member of this society, and they shall be 
made out. The President of our road is now 
abroad to obtain relief from the applications for 
passes. Please send in your names as s00n as pos- 
sible. for the passes will he filled out in the order 
of application.” 

Mr. Laffan, one of the Long Island Railroad 
victims, was the next speaker. He was followed 
by Mr. Blackford, the inventor and patentee of 
American whitebait, who said that he looked at 
the fish question from a purely mercantile stand-

THE ASSOCIATION IN SESSION. 
DISCUSSING THE HABITS OF FISH, THE SUP- 
PLY, AND THEIR WORTH AS FOOD. 

The second day’s session of the American 
Fish-cultural Association was opened by President 
Roosevelt at 11:30 yesterday morning. On thetable 
were two specimens of the vivaparous perch of San 
Francisco, which were forwarded to Mr. Blackford 
by the Fish Commissioner of California, and two 
of Alaska trout, preserved in alcohol, and pre- 
sented by Dr. T. H. Bean, of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. The vivaparous perch is shaped very much 
like a porgy, and its young are born alive, instead 
of being hatched from eggs. The trout 
Were taken by Dr. Bean last Summer from 
an inland brook in Alaska, and resemble in 


form the California salmon trout. They are cov- 
ered with black spots, and presented a very beau- 


tiful appearance in the glass jar which held them. 
As soon as these piscatorial specimens, which were 
new to the members of the association, had been 
2xamined. the Committee on Nominations reported 
the following officers for the ensuing year: Presi- 
flent—Robert B. Roosevelt; Vice-President—George 


Shepard Page; Treasurer—Eugene G. Blackford; 


Corresponding Secretary—Barnet Phillips; Record. 
Ing Secretary—James Annin, Jr., of Caledonia, New-

In addition to the above fish, 8,236,197 mackerel. 
928,414 shad, 1.219 terrapin, and 29,499 gallons of 
scollops were received and disposed of during the 
10 months. Mr. Phillips, in commenting on the 
statement, said it was only by means of such figures 
that the abundance or scarcity of any particular 
fish could be determined. The area of producing 
weter is always yielding a certain quantity of fish, 
and as this City consumes an enormous amount, 
the gross quantity received here is a pretty 
certain indication of a _ scarcity or a 
plenty. Knowing what species of fish are scarce, 
the society knows in what direction to 

orn ite attention. At the present time Spanish 
mackerel are hardly to be found in the waters ad- 
4acent te this City, and- the speaker thought this 
was due mainly to the dumping of the refuse from 
the streets into the Bay. Nature, however, 
furnishes about the same quantity of fish on the 
average all the time. If one specimen is scarce 
now it may be gee Pain| next year; but there is no 
reason why fish-culturists should not try to make 
them plentiful all the year round, Formerly there 
were 50 fish to a man in this country, but there 
are more mouths to eat them now than there 
were then. and as our population increases the 
time may come when we shail have only one fish 
for four or five persons. “Just here comes in the 
work of the Fish-culture Society,’ said the 
speaker. ‘‘ We believe it is possible to increase the 
number of fish to such an extent as to meet 
the constantly increasing demand. For the 
last three or four years we have advanced 
in the propagation of sea fish. We began with 
the .ornamenta!, in the trout-ponds, but now 
we are devoting ourselves to the practical. I 
am certain, from actual count, that last year 
49,442,900 pounds of fish, comprising 55.373,862 indi- 
vidual fish, valued at $3,339,827, were received in 
New-York. Let us hope that through a wise sys- 
tem of fish culture our children may see these fig- 
ures greatly increased, not only by the use of new 
fish for food trom which prejudice now turns aside, 
but by scientific propagation, and perhaps by the 
discovery of new species of sea fish that are suitable 
for eating.” 

Mr. Frederick Mather read the next paper, the 
subject being, ‘“‘ Fishes that Can Live in Salt and 
Fresh Water.’’ Fishes, he said, are divided into 
three classes--the fresh-water fish, the salt-water 
fish, and those which can live and thrive in either 
fresh or salt water. The latter class are indiffer- 
ent to the medium in which they spawn, provided 
they are not changed from fresh water to salt or 
from salt to fresh too suddenly. Most members of 
the salmon family belong to this class, as do, also, 
the white perch, «shad, alewife, eel, sharp-nosed 
turtle, and several other species. Sword- 
fish exist in Lake Nicaragua, and _ the 
sheepshead. flounder, menhaden, and about 
20 etner species of salt-water fish are found in the 
rivers of the South. None of these, however, 
enters the fresh water of the North-eastern States. 
Many fresh-water fish die when immersed in salt 
water. This is not due to any poisonous quality of 
the water, but to the density of the new element. 
Eels can stand sudden changes from one medium 
to another on account of the protection afforded 
to them by the slime with which they are covered: 
but if this was rubbed off before the transfer was 
made, the eel would die very quickly. The 
shad, although it passes the most of its life 
in the sea, cannot live in salt water when first 
hatched. The alewife is found in Lake Ontario, 
and differs from its brothers of the Atlantic seu- 
coast only in size. Very many fine food fishes may 
be safely transferred from salt to fresh water, such 
as the smelt, striped bass, and tow cod. Geneva 
Lake has already been stocked with 1,000,000 smelt 
fry and with California salmon. The striped bass 
has never yet been omg ed acclimated in fresh 
water, but Mr. Mather believes it can be. 
striped bass weighing six pounds was recently 
caught in Lake Ontario, where it had probably fol- 
lowed the alewives, which have lately appeared 
there in large numbers. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Mather’s paper, James 
Annin, Jr., of Caledonia, N. Y., read a paper on 
** Poachers,’’ in which he gave a list of the most ae- 
structive enemies of the trout,and the means 
which he hed adopted to suppress them. First in 
the list is the kingfisher, which, if undisturbed, will 
take as many trout in a day as the average _fisher- 
man. The best method of stopping his raids is by 
trapping him. Wild and domestic ducks are also 
very destructive tothe fish and fish food. The 
author had seen a domestic duck catch and 
swallow atrout Ginches inlength. The hoot, or 
screech-owl, and the heron are wicked fellows, 
dealing death tothe fishes. The heron will catch 
and swallow from one to two dozen 3-ounce trout 
in a single night. The muskrat steals the fish food, 
and the mink is‘one of the greatest enemies with 
which the fish-culturist has tofeontend. He will de- 
populate a trout pond ina very short time if left 
to himself. Traps set in the waier are recom- 
mended as a remedy against the encroachments of 
these birds and animals. The water-snake also 
destroys many fish, and the last and worst poacher 
is man, who can only be reached by means of the 
law. ‘The author knew of one Justice of the Peace 
who openly boasts of his luck in poaching 1n pri- 
vate trout ponds. 


Prof. G. Browne Goode, of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution, read portions of a very iong and exbaustive 
treatise entitled ‘Light from Europe on the Eel 
Question.”” The eel is the most mysterious fish 
known to naturalists, and very many of his habits 
are still matters of theory only. Ancient writers 
thought they had discovered some 30 or 40 dif- 
ferent species of this fish, distinguished by 
the size and form of their heads, but re- 
cent investigation has led naturalists to be- 
lieve that the differences noticeab!e in the head 
are accidental or depend upon conditions to which 
the fish wes subjected. It is now thought that 
there are only three distinct species of eel, which 
are distinguished by the position of the dorsal fin. 
‘The eel is distributed ail along the shores of North 
America and Europe, Southern Greenland, and Ice- 
land. He is found in abundance in the Baltic Sea, 
the rivers of Russia, of Japan, China, and Formosa, 
and the islands of the Atlantic. Eels spawn, ac- 
cording to the best authorities that we have, 
only in tbe sea. The young fry probably 
remain at the bottom of the ocean until they at- 
tain a length of three or four inches, when they be- 
gin their wanderings, traveling in large schools, up 
the rivers inland. They remain in fresh water 
three or four years, when they attain their best 
development, and then migrate to the sea again 
for spawning. This occurs in the Winter months, 
and they descend the rivers in great schools at this 
time. Some few remain in fresh water, and these 
never became fertile, but they are much more deli- 
cate in flavor than the others. It was the German 
theory for a longtime that the male ecls never left 
the salt water, but recent investigations have dis- 

roved this. Another German theory 1s, that, 

aving spawned, the eels die in the sea. For cen- 
turies naturalists disputed whether eels were egg- 
laying fish or bore their young alive, and it was not 
until 1777 that a female eel was discovered be- 
yond a doubt, and it was proved that the fish 
was oviparous. The hunt for a _ male 
eel was not. successful until within the 
last 12 months, but the points of differ- 
ence between the sexes are now pretty gen- 
erally known by naturalists. The maie eel is 
‘smaller than the female, the largest seldom exceed- 
ing from 17 to 19 inches in length. and the tip of 
the snout is broader in the femate than in the male. 
The eggs of the eel are about one-tenth of a milli- 
métre in diameter, and each fish deposits several 
millions of them, The eels never take any food 
on their migration to the sea for spawning. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt said that foreign eels might 
migrate to the sea_ to spawn, but the 
Long Island eel spawned in fresh water, and the 
young ones migrated to thé sea. He had observed 
the young eels going from his trout-pond by the 
millions year after year. The impression that 
young eels ascend the rivers was probably due to 
the fact that all fish go down stream with their tails 
foremost, and observers, seeing their heads pointed 
up stream, imagined ey were ascending, when, 
in fact, they were descending, the river. A letter. 
was read from Prof. Spencer F. Baird, United 
States Commissioner of Fisheries, announcing that 
the gold medals awarded to Americans at the Ber- 
lin Fish Exhibition had been received, and would 
be distributed as soon as Prof. Goode returned to 
Washington. 


prof. W. O. Atwater, of the Wesleyan University, 
who has been engaged in analyzing food fish for 
the United States Commission, read an instructive 
paperon “The Chemical Composition and Nutri- 
tive Value of Fish.”” He presented a table as the 
result of his analysis, in which, for the purpose of 
comparison, the nutritive valuation of medium 
beef was taken as a standard, and placed at 
100. From this the nutritive valuation of 
various kinds of fish in flesh, free from bone 
and other waste matter, appears to be as 
follows: Halibut, 87.9; cod, 68.2; haddock, 74.9; 
eels, (salt water,) 95.6; shad, 98.2; striped bass, 80.4; 
black bass, 86.5: mackerel, 90.9; blue-fish, 85.4; sal- 
mon, 107.9; salmon trout, 95.7; brook trout, 84.2; 
white-fish, 104.5; porgy, 85.2; black-fish, 93.9; smelt, 
78.8: Spanish mackerel, 105.9; white perch, 89.2; 
herring, 100.4; salt cod. 102.5; smoked halibut, 
102.2; smoked herring, 63; salt mackerel, 111.1; lob- 
sters, 50.3; eeqen & 68.8; oysters, (European,) 21.8. 
Prof. Atwater said that the research had been go- 
ing on for two or three years under the auspices of 
the Smithsonian Institution and United States Fish 
Commission, and now included chemical analyses 
of 53 samples of American food fishes. Some 41 
samples had been previously analyzed in Europe. 
Fish consist of (1) waste matter and (2) flesh, The 
waste consists of bones, skin, entrails, &c.; the 
flesh of (1) water and (2) solids. The solids are the 
actual nutritive material. They consist mainly of 
(1) nitrogenous substances, albuminoids, &c., and (2) 
fat, oil, &c. The gap ge of waste in different 
samples varies widely. Asample of flounder con- 
tained 68 per cent., while one of halibut steak had 
only 18 per cent., the rest being flesh. Among those 
that have the most waste and the least edible 
flesh are the porgy, bass, perch, lobster, and oyster. 
Among those with the least waste are fat shad, fat 
mackerel, and dried and salt fish. When the flesh 
is considered it is found that the proportion of 
water is equally variable. The flesh of the flounder 
has 8 percent. of water and only 15 per cent. of 
solids, while salt herrings has only 35 per cent. of 
water. Among the more watery kinds of fish are 
the flounder, cod, striped bass, and blue-fish. 
Among those with less water and more solids are 
mackerel, shad, salmon, and salt and dried fish. 
The total solids oractual nutritive materials are 
equally variable. Thus 100 pounds of flounder 
contain only 5 pounds of solids; 100 pounds of 


lobster. § pounds: haddock. 9 nounds: blvefish, 11: 


cod. 12; salt cod, 20: salt mackerei, 15: shad, 16; 
salmon, 27; smoked herring, 28. Or, in brief, as 
compared with ordinary meats, the flesh of fish 
generaily, though not always, contains more water. 
The actual nutritive value is decided not only by 
the total amount of nutritive material, but i! the 
ingredients of the same, the most valuable being 
the albuminoias or protein substances, the fats 
having less value. Some very interesting results 
are found in comparing the foul or spent fish with 
the same in good condition. As it becomes lean, 
the fish loses nutritive value in three ways: First, 
in total loss of aveight; second, in relative increase 
of waste and decrease of flesh; and, third, in the 
deterioration of the quality of the flesh, which, in 
the lean fish, is more watery and considerably less 
valuable, pound for pound, than the flesh of the 
same fish in good condition. Thus the flesh of 
spent salmon is rated at 85, while that of fat 
salmon comes up to 108. There is in this a strong 
argument in favor of legislation against the capture 
of fish out of season. In general, the fatter fish are 
more valuable than the leaner. The practical ap- 

lication of these facts, the Professor continued, 

s of the utmost value. The same nutritive sub- 

stances in the different samples of fish were found 
to vary in cost from 40 cents to $3perpound. It 
makes little differance to the man with $5,000 a 
year whether he pays 40 cents or $4 a pound for 
the albuminoids of his food, provided it suits his 

alate; but to the house-wife whose family must 
be supported at $500 a year it is a matter of great 
importance. As regards the value of fish as brain- 
food, continued investigations confirm the state- 
ments of a year ago that fish are no richer in phos- 
phorous than other animal food, and are worth no 
more in nourishing the brain. At the conclusion of 
Prof. Atwater’s paper, Mr. Phillips offered the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

Resoived, That the American Fish-cuitural Associa- 
tion heartily appreciate the importance of the investi- 
gation upon the nutritive value of fish now being car- 
ried on by Prof. Atwater, and that in the opinion of 
the members of this association the importance of 
these researches to the fish industries of the United 
States can hardly be over-estimated. We would, 
therefore, urge on the United States Commission of 
Fisheries the importance of encouraging these inves- 
tigations to the fullest extent possible. 

The resolution was passed, and the association 


then adjourned.

THE TOWING QUESTION | 


A OAREFUL CONSIDERATION OF 
THE SUBJECT. 

AN IMPORTANT LETTER FROM THE HON. 
JOHN B. JERVIS UPON THE FUTURE OF 
THE ERIE CANAL, 

Rome, N. Y., March 23, 1881. 

To, H. EB. Tremain, Esq.: 

Dear Sir: Ihave before me your circular 
of 17th inst., in relation toa plan of towing Erie 
canal boats by steam-power. A subject—as I un- 
derstand—now before the Legislature of the State 
of New-York. 

You no doubt are aware of the views I presented 
to the public about three y@arsago. Ihave seen no 
reason to change what I then stated, viz., that I re- 
garded those views as then presented with caution. 
I can hardly suppose that any intelligent man rea- 


sonably acquainted with the mechanical appli- 
ances of the day, and especially those connected 
with the transportation of persons and property, 
can have any doubt on this question. 

Animal power was at first used to propel cars on 
railways, and there was fora time much skepti- 
cism as to the superiority of steam. It is now well 
known that steam superseded animal power. At 
that day steam for such a purpose was not re- 
garded as having more than one-third the efficiency 
now ascertained. Steam once introduced, the ani- 
mal power was abandoned, and I have not the least 
doubt, when steam is introduced for towing boats 
on the Erie Canal, horses will not be thought of ex- 
cept for a few miles where the levels are short. as 
ag a.dozen miles on the east end of the Erie 

anal. 

I certainly approve of the measure proposed to 
deepen the canal, and to provide more efficient 
and expeditious means for passing the locks. 
These are important in any event. They are just 
as necessary for one as for another method of 
towing. 

I am well aware of the difficulty of changing the 
habits of men. Inthis it is always important to 
closely observe the object it is desired to accom- 
plish. In this case it is manifest the Erie Canal is 
confronted by rivals that threaten its traffic. I 
need not discuss these. It is agreed on all hands 
the canal traffic is In danger, and something must 
be done to arrest its failure. Now, a very essential 
element in the economy of transportation by canal 
is the towage. 

The present question is, Shall animal give place 
to steam? Unless some convulsion change the or- 
dinary tendency to progress, this change will be 
made. It may be delayed, but it willcome. Ne- 
cessity will eventually bring it about. The difficul- 
ties in the way will be overcome by the paramount 
benefits that every year will become more mani- 
fest. It is as certain as that mechanics is a settled 
principle. 

Iam now in my eighty-sixth year, and perhaps it 
is presumptuous for me to expect to live five years 
longer, but if it please God to so prolong my life I 
expect to see locomotives not only on the berme, 
but on both, banks, towing all the boats, and no 
animal power employed, except. possibly, at sta- 
tions and on the short levels at the east end, 

In all great enterprises, especially such as cal] for 
some change in the methods of business, there is 
more or less apprehension in the minds of some 
persons, and various difficulties will be suggested. 
Such changes asthe method of towing by steam 
instead of animai power is very likely to be fertile 
in this respect. Some will regard them insur- 
mountable. But Esee nothing in the project that 
may not be successfully overcome by reasonable 
skill and experience in the engineering. 

It may perhaps be expedient to commence by oc- 
cupying only the berme bank, but that is not my 
view. I think it better to start with the plan of oc- 
cupying both banks at once. Steam isa radical 
change, and will work best as an entire system. I 
would say this only from full confidence—the loco- 
motive is by far the most economical plan. 

With other improvements in the canal, steam 
will be the complement that will give the greatest 
power to the canal, and consequentiy the most 
eh suppori to the general commerce of the 

tate. 

Iunderstand the boatmen object to the locomo- 
tive plan as likely to raise up a monopoly that will 
control and embarrass canal commerce. No doubt 
a power for good may be perverted, and this should 
be fully provided for in granting the authority 
necessary. 

As the bill puts the wholein subjection to the 
canal authoricies of the State, I see no valid reason 
in this objection. Itis said public officers may af- 
filiate with the monopolists, and so sacrifice the 
public interests. In this case there would be so 
many to watch their proceedings that any mate- 
rial maladministration would be quickly exposed 
and the evil averted. Of course, we cannot tell 
what shall be, but if we were guided by the appre- 
hension of evil there would be no further progress. 

The main question is, Can boats be towed by 
locomotive steam power, within view of the whole 
interest, more economically than by animal power ? 
As Ihave stated, I have no hesitation. Locomo- 
tive towage will be established, or the Erie Canal 
will become insignificant. 

I would not hide the engineering difficulties that 
must be met in order to provide a substitute for ex- 
isting facilities. But I see nothing that may not be 
successfully accomplished, and provide for every 
inconvenience that may arise, and. on the whole, 

rovide an improvement that will be most effective 
n maintaining the general commerce of the Erie 
Canal and of the State. 

The intelligent consummation of the plan of tow- 
ing by locomotive will as effectually silence the ob- 
jections now presented as the completion and oper- 
ation of the Erie Canal did those of the farmers 
who predicted disaster from destroying the great 
teaming interest of the country, and with it the 
market for horses and oats: Respectfully yours,

So long as railways were operated by animal 
power they held no serious competition with ca- 
nals. It was the introduction and the subsequent 
improvement of locomotives on railways that have 
given them power over canals. It is, therefore, the 
suggestion of experience that the method which 
has been so efficient on railways should be applied 
to the Erie Canal. Ido not claim that the locomo- 
tive will be as great an improvement on canal as 
on railway towage, but that it will be a good ap- 
proximation, and the best that can be done for the 
canal.

OBITUARY. 


WILLIAM BERRIAN DAYTON. 

William Berrian Dayton, Assistant Treas- 
urer of the general Society of the Cincinnati, and 
Treasurer of the New-Jersey branch, died in this 
City on Wednesday last of pneumonia. He was a 
grandson of Gen. Elias Dayton, who commanded 
the New-Jersey contingent of the Continental 
Army during the Revolutionary war. Mr. Dayton’s 
father, the late Aaron Ogden Dayton, was many 


years ago a member of the New-Jersey Legisla- 
ture, afterward of the New-York Legislature. 
The deceased gentleman was born in Washington 
in 1888. At the death of his father, in 1858, he be- 
came a member of the Society of the Cincinnati. 
During the war he _ was private secretary to 
Secretary Stanton, and was also Secretary of the 
Sanitary Commission of Philadelphia, which did such 
successful work in raising money to furnish sup- 
plies for the sick and wounded soldiers. After the 
war he practiced law in Philadelphia, but his health 
having failed from the effects of sun-stroke, he was 
compelied to relinquish work. He traveled in 
Europe for a time, and for the last few years re- 
sided at New-Milford, Conn. A week or two ago 
he came to this City to be treated for an affection 
of the tongue, which proved to be cancer. An op- 
eration was successfully performed last week, but 
while he was recovering from it he was stricken 
with pneumonia. Mr. Dayton was a nephew of the 
late Rev. Dr. Berrian, who was for s0 many years 
Rector of Trinity Church in this City, and also a 
= nephew of Bishop Hobart, of Western New- 

ork. He leaves & widow and one son. The former 
is a daughter of the late EK. B. M. Hughes, of New- 
Haven, Conn, The funeral will take place this 
morning at 9 o’clock, from the residence of the late 
Mr. Dayton’s brother, Dr. Paul F. Mundé.: No. 20 
West Forty-fifth-street.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

A dispatch from Copenhagen says that 
Princess Caroline, widow of the hereditary Prince 
Ferdinand, is dead. 

Mrs. L. Virginia French, the authoress, died 
near McMinnville, Tenn., at 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning, at her residence, ‘*Nestledown.”? Mrs. 
French, whose maiden name was Miss Smith, was 
born on the Eastern Shore of Virginia in 1830. In 
1848, after receiving her education in Pennsylvania, 
she became a teacher in Memphis, Tenn., with her 
sister. While there she wrote much under the 
name of ‘ L’Inconnue.”’ In 1852 she became con- 
nected with tne Southern Ladies’ Book of New-Or- 
leans. ‘The next year she was married to Mr. J. H. 
French, of McMinnville, and for a time was editor 
of the Crusader of Atlanta, Ga. Her published 
works include ‘Wind Whispers,” poems, 1856; 
“*Iztalilxo,” a tragedy, and ‘ Legends of the South.” 

Tne Hon. Willie Pearson Mangum, of the 
United States consular service in the East, died on 
the 28th of February at Tien-Tsin, China. ‘The de- 
ceased was the nephew and adopted son of Judge 
W. C. Mangum, the old-time Whig leader of South 
Carolina, a candidate for the Presidency in 1836, 
and whe, under Pregident Tyler, served as Vice- 
President of the United States and President pro 
tem. of the Senate for three years. The influence 
of Judge Mangum with President Lincoln gave his 
nephew the Consulship to Wingpo, China. Subse- 
sequently, upon his own request, he was trans- 
ferred to the Consulship of Nagasaki, Japan. This 
position he filled for 15 successive years to the en- 
tire satisfaction of four Administrations. To the 
Consulship of Tien-Tsin he was appointed by Presi- 
dent Hayes March 29, 1880. Before assuming the 


duties of this post he was attached to an expedi- 
tion under command of Commodore Shufeldt on 
special service in the East.

—————— 
THE VALLEY RAILROAD BILL PASSED IN 


THE SENATE—OFFICIAL SURVEY OF THE 
STATE. 


HartrorD, March 31.—Nothing that the 
General Assembly has done or failed te do this 
year has given more general satisfaction than the 
complete discomfiture of the most brazen lobby 
that has ever infested the State Capitol, and which 
had its branches inside both houses. The Senate 
this morning reconsidered its action in rejecting 
the Valley Railroad resolution and concurred with 
the House in passing the amended resolution. 
This meets the objections raised in the Senate, by 
requiring the proposed extension to be built in ac- 
cordance with the gencral railroad law, but it also 
saves the company from the annoyance of having 
to organize two separate companiesto construct a 
little line of 26 miles. Initself the whole matter is 
ofsmallimportance. The road is poor, and prob- 


ably will not venture to make use of the privilege 
it has secured unless it receives substantial en- 
couragement that it will be given a reasonable 
share of through freight business. But it is a great 
ere gained that both houses of the Connecticut 

egislature should prove so decisively that they are 
not carried in the pockets of the big railroad mo- 
nopolies. Three Senators changed their votes, 
Cheney, of the Second, Upson, of the Third, 
and Collins, of the Twenty-first, and for- 
tunately all of them are of such good 
repute that no suspicion of corruption can 
attach to their votes. Each was influenced 
before by ex parte representations, and enter- 
tained wrong impressions of the desires of their 
constituents. When they realized what the ques- 
tion at issue really was, they were honest and inde- 
pendent enough to doright. The vote passed the 
Senate by ll yeasto Snays. When the vote was 
announced the large audience of lobbyists from 
different parts of the State retired ina profound 
state of indignation and disgust. Their only chance 
now is in having the Governor veto the bill, but 
this he is not likely to do. 

The railroads had another shock to-day on the 
passage of a bill holding companies responsible for 
all damages resulting from fires caused by locomo- 
tive sparks. 

A resolution passed the Senate to-day ordering 
an Official survey of the State. It isa disgrace to 
the State that there is not an accurate State map 
in existence. Several recent Governors of the 
State have urged its importance, but it is supposed 
that the word ‘ geodetic” frightened the rural 
legislator, who fancied that it concealed some 
scheme for overturning the present Constitution, 
and the proposition has been regularly defeated. 
It shared the same fate in the House this 
year, but the Senate passed the bill by a strong 
vote. It ought to go through, and would be of 
more general value than the new hospital at 
Bridgeport, for which an appropriation of $50,000 
is made, or the new agricultural school at Mans- 
field, for which $25,000 is to be given during the 
next five years. The proposition to annex the 
borough of Fair Haven East to the city 
of New-Haven is killed. The Rapid Con- 
struction Company, for the purpose. of 
building telegraph and telephone Jines, receives 
a charter. As the bill passed the Senate to-day, 
an amendment was passed, at the instance of the 
corporators, striking out the names of Marshail 
Jewell, Alexander H. Rice, and Benjamin H. Bris- 
tow, and inserting the names of Henry P. Kidder 
and Travis D. Peabody, of Boston, and Hugh Har- 
bison, of Hartford. A bill was passed reducing 
the National Guard of the State to 40 companies of 
infantry and one battery of three sections.

THE BANK TAX CASES, 
— 
A DECISION BY JUDGE WALLACE IN FAVOR 
OF THE PLAINTIFF. 

ALBANY, March 31.—Judge Wallace, of the 
United States Court for the Northern District, has 
just rendered decisions in the bank tax cases. The 
suit was brought by C. P. Williams against the 
Board of Assessors fora refunding of the tax as- 
sessed upon the shares of stock of the National Al- 
bany Exchange Bank. After the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court, he assigned his 
claims to Edward M. Stanley, of Chicago, in whose 
name an action was commenced against the Board 


of Supervisors to recover the tax exacted, extend- 
ing from Aug. 11, 1874, to Sept. 21, 1879. 

Judge Wallace gives judgment for the plaintiff, 
finding as conclusions of the law: 

First—That the act of the Legislature of the 
State of New-York entitled “An act authorizing 
the taxation of stockholders of banks and surplus 
funds,” passed April 23, 1866, being chapter 761 of 
the Laws of 1866, was in conflict with the provisions 
of the laws of the United States; that the taxation 
by State authority of shares of stock in banking 
associations incorporated under the laws of the 
United States should not be at a greater rate than 
is assessed upon other moneyed capital in the 
hands of individual citizens of such State, and was 
therefore void, so far as it authorized or purported 
to authorize the assessment and taxation of shares 
in banking associations incorporated under the 
laws of the United States. 

Second—That the assessment and taxation of the 
stockholders in the said National Albany Exchange 
Bank mentioned in the complaint were unauthor- 
ized and void, and that the said sum of money col- 
lectea of such stockholders and paid to the Treas- 
urer of the County of Albany as above found was 
the property of, and belonged to, said stockhold- 
ers, respectively, and was collected and received 
by the Treasurer of said county without right or 
lawful authority. 

Third—That the plaintiff is entitled to judgment 
against the defendant for the same sums, together 
with interest thereon from the time when they 
were paid to the Treasurer of said county, respect- 
ively, as above set forth, amounting in the aggre- 
gate at the date of this decision to the sum of 
$61,991 20. 

The decision will also cover the tax paid for 1879 
and 1880, amounting to about $16,000. It is proba- 
ble, however, that the case will be carried up tothe 
Supreme Court of the United States. 

A decision has also been reached in the case of 
the Albany City National Bank against William J. 
Meaher, as Receiver of Taxes, granting a perpetual 
injunction restraining the Receiver from enforcing 
the collection of the tax on its shares, holding that 
the assessment was invalid in that it was attached 
to, but not included in, the original assessment roll; 
that it was not merely irregular but void, because 
the Assessors failed to observe a condition prece- 
dent to their right to assess.

FIGHTING OVER A RAILROAD. 


‘ RIVAL CORPORATIONS DESTROYING PROPER- 


TY AND ENCOURAGING DISORDER. 
Cuicaco, March 31.—A bitter railroad fight 


began yesterday at Rockford, Ill., in the attempted 
seizure of the Chicago, Rockford and Northern 
Railroad—which runs from Rockford southward 
24 miles to Rochelle—by employes fof the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Railroad. The latter com- 
pany claims the right to take possession of the‘dis- 
puted road under an operative contract made yes- 
terday. The Chicago and St. Paul people ran their 
engines on the disputed road and forcibly tuok 
possession of the depot and offices. The officers 
of the Chicago and Iowa Road _ swore 
out warrants and had five of the  prin- 
cipal intruders arrested. and _ forcibly _ re- 
covered possession of the depot last night. They 
attempted to pull a locomotive of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul Road out of the yard, but 
failed, when the men of the}latter company,fat 
1:30 o’clock this morning, ran their own engine off 
and chained her. This was the signal for a fight, 
and about 12 men of each crowd jumped on the 
track between the engines and fougnt furiously. 
After fighting about 10 minutes peace was restored, 
but there were indications that slight cause would 
precipitate further hostilities. 

The Chicago and Iowa Company destroyed a 
large amount of property this morning by tearing 
up culverts and chopping away about three rods of 
trestlework near the glucose factory. Soon after 
this a large gang of men commenced on the bridge 
across Sock River, and succeeded in getting out 
several bents from under it, besides taking off any 
number Of nuts from the rods running from top to 
bottom. By authority of Mayor Williams, they 
were finally stopped. This makes it 8o that no 
trains can possibly run over the road, although the 
Milwaukee Company has one within about two 
miles of the city.

A CARRIAGE FACTORY BURNED.

A FIRE IN SHREWSBURY TOWN CAUSED BY 


AN INCENDIARY—A POLITICAL QUARREL 
INVOLVED, 


RED Bank, N. J., March 31.—At 2 o’clock 
this morning, the extensive carriage factory of 
Robert Van Schoick, at Shrewsbury town, was 
burned to the ground, together with the adjoining 
buildings. The establishment was the most com- 
plete in the State. The loss on building and stock 
amounts to over $10,000, while several valuable 
carriages belonging to Summer residents along the 


beach, stored in the wagon-house, were destroyed. 

.The fire is undoubtedly of incendiary origin. At 
the ms g election on March 10, William Van 
Schaick, a Republican, was the opponent of 
William Conover for the office of Road Overseer. 
Van Schaick was beaten at the polls and assaulted 
by Conover’s adherents. The following morning 
the successful candidate, Mr. Conover, was ar- 
rested, with his father, on the charge of using pro- 
fane and indecent language. Both pleaded guilty 
to the charge and were fined. Van Schaick, not 
satisfied with the penalty inflicted, appealed to the 
District Attorney, and the case was sent to the 
— seat that the Grand Inquest might investi- 
gate the matterand bring in an indictment if neces- 
sary. Van Schaick now boldly asserts that last 
night's fire was started in revenge for his prosecu- 
tion of the Conovers. No person’s name is men- 
tioned as the incendiary, but arrests are mo- 
mentarily expected. The Shrewsbury Mutual In- 
surance Company has a policy of $2,800, and the 
Naticnal Insurance Company of New-York “has 
$1,000 on the machine shop. The carriage factory 
is said to be insured for $5,000.

CALIFORNIA'S WEALTH AND DEBTS. 

WASHINGTON, March 31.—A preliminary ex- 
hibit of the valuation of property and of county 
indebtedness for the State of California has just 
been completed at the Census Office. The figures 
given are for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1879, 
and the valuation of property is according to the 
assessments made by the County Assessors, 
equalized by the County Boards of Equalization 
under direction of the State Board. Under 
personal property is included everthing which is 
the subject of ownership not included under the 
heads of real estate or improvements. The total 
value of real estate is shown to be $466,273,585, and 
of personal property $118,304,451. The total bonded 
and floating county indebtedness (not including the 
depts of cities, townships, and school districts) is 
laced at $7,614,144. The valuation of real estate 
n the city or county of San Francisco—the city 
and county being identical in area—is shown to 
be $190,389,410, and that of personal . property 
$54,237,350.

KILLING A SHERIFF.

VALUE OF MR. SOUTHWORTH’S. 
‘STRIKING CASES WHERE HE WAS WRONG— 
HIS CONNECTION WITH THE WEBSTER- 


PAREMAN TRAGEDY -—- HANDWRITING 


MONOMANIA, 
The defense introduced before the Whittaker 


court-martial yesterday a Boston lawyer, Mr. 
Henry D. Hyde, to impeach the credibility of Mr. 
Southworth, the Boston expert in handwriting. 
This testimony, it was explained, was offered out 
of the usual order because the witness was obliged 


to leave the City. Without it the defense would be 
deprived of an important link in their case. 


Against its admissibility the Judge-Advocate ob- 
jected and argued at some length. Collateral is- 
sues, he said, would be raised by bringing in such 
testimony, and these it was desirable to avcid. 
Again, the general reputation for credibility of a 
‘witness such as Mr. Southworth was to be consid- 


ered; not the reputation which a man here and 
there ina community would give him. Ex-Gov. 


Chamberlain contended that if he could show 
by this witness that Mr. Southwortn had egregiously 
blundered in one or more cases, then his credibility 
before this court was wholly orin part destroyed. 
The general community could not speak in regard 
to the credibility of an expert. It was legitimate 
to select here and there a man who had had expe- 
rience with an expert and who could speak of his 
skill from personal contact with him. Such aman 
was to be found in the witness whom he had in- 
troduced. The court decided to hear Mr. Hyde's 
testimony, and he was directed to say whether he. 
had ever had occasion to refer to Mr. Southworth 
as an expert, and when. 

Mr. Hyde testified that in 1867 he was Assistant 
United States Attorney for the Massachusetts dis- 
trict, and in September of that year his attention 
was called to whisky frauds alleged to have been 
perpetrated by Boston merchants. The case was 
known as the “Buffalo whisky fraud case,’’ and 
Involved about $100,000, out of which the Govern- 


ment was believed to have been defrauded. John 
F. Perry, a Buffalo distiller, had been permitted 


under the law to transport his liquors to_ various. 


points of the country, there to be placed in the 
Government warehouses, from which they were™ 
drawn as fast as sold. The duties on them wero 
paid as they were taken from the warehouses. 
Some of this whisky was forwarded to Boston to 
the firm of Brink & Horton. It was never deliv- 
ered, but was intercepted at the depot, carted 
away, concealed, and subsequently disposed of. 
A forged certificate of its receipt at the warehouse: 
was afterward discovered. Mr. Hyde sent for 
Mr. Southworth to assist in tracing the forgers by 
means of the handwriting of the suspected per- 
sons. Mr. Southworth said that with these speci- 
mens he could tell to an absolute certainty 
whether the writers were the gulity persens. 
He was given the forged certificate, the, 
receipt of the depot master, and some 
papers from the counting-room of Brink 
& Horton. After an examination Mr. South- 
worth declared that all the specimens were written, 
by one and the same person, that this conclusion 
was undoubtedly correct; that it was a mathemati-: 
cal demonstration. So positive was he on this, . 
that he also deciared that it he was on a jurv to 
which such evidence as his should be submit- 
ted, he would hang aman upon it. Together “Mr. 
Hyde and Mr. Southworth went over the papers,» 
the former pointing out that one specimen of writ- 
ing was that of askilled penman, the other that of: 
a clumsy hand not much accustomed to the use of! 
the pen. Mr. Hyde said that while he suspected 
the authors of these papers to be the guilty per- 
sons, he could not bring himself to believe that a 
single hand wrote the specimens, and suggested : 
that no jury would ever believe it. Mr. South- 
worth admitted that he might be mistaken, and 
asked time for further examination. On the trial 
of the suspected persons it was shown beyond a 
doubt that the person believed to have written the 


clumsy signature of the receipt was innocent, and, 


that another person entirely was the author of it. 
This fact was called to Mr. Southworth’s attention, 
and that gentleman then admitted his error. Rath- 
er than imperil their case ws the introduction of 
expert testimony which might be shaken, Mr. 
Southworth was then informed that he would not 
be employed as a witness. The more polished sig- 
nature of the certificate was traced to the sus- 
pected firm, and its members were convicted of a 
conspiracy to defraud the Government. No expert 
testimony was offered by the Government as the 
result of the test to which Mr. Southworth had 
been subjected. 

In 1875, the witness continued, Spence Pettis was 
arrested for having forged a draft on a bank in 
Taunton, Mass. A requisitionbrought the renee 
from New-York to Taunton, where a preli 
examination was held before Judge Fox. The only 
evidence adduced against Pettis was that of Mr. 
Southworth and another expert. Mr. Southworth 
asserted that Pettis was theforger. During the 

rogress of the examination Mr. Hyde submitted to 

fr. Southworth five envelopes, and asked if the. 
address on either of them had been written by 
Pettis. With the aid of his magnifying glass, and 
after aclose examination, Mr. Southworth came to 
the conclusion that four of the specimens had been 
written by the prisoner and the fifth by somebody 
else. Replacing the letters in the envelopes Mr, 
Hyde aed the court to determine whether Mr. 
Southworth’s conclusion was correct. The writing 
on each envelope was the same as that of the letter 
which they inclosed. Asamatter of fact the first 
envelope and letter was written by William R. 
Brown, Treasurer of the Boston Water-power 
Company: the second by a Mr. Smith, of New- 
York, which had been received in the course of 
mail by Mr. Hyde and answered; the third by Mr. 
Hyde’s partner, M. F. Dickinson; the fourth -4 
Mr. Hyde himself to a person in Boston. The fift 
envelope, as its contents showed, was written by 
Pettis himself to Mr. Hyde. The first four letters 
were the ones which Mr. Southworth had declared 
were written by Pettis. Pettis was accordingly dis- 
charged from custody. 

On cross-examination by Judge-Advocate Gard- 
ner, Mr. Hyde testified:that the reason Mr. South- 
worth was selected as an expertin the ‘' Buffalo 
whisky fraud case’? was because of his connection 
with the trial of Dr. Webster, who murdered Dr. 
Parkman. Mr. Southworth, the witness added, was 
well known in Bostor as a man of veracity, and he 
himself fully believed the gentleman would not 
knowingly falsify in a case. He had become a 
monomaniac on the subject of handwriting, how- 
ever, and he was regarded asa man who claimed 
to tell a great deal more than any other man could 
‘tell about handwriting, and who could see things 
about writing which no one else could see. As for 
himself. Mr. Hyde testified, he should attach im- 


portance to Mr. Southworth’sconclusions only so. 
far as he was able to follow his processes by hisi 


owneye. The cross-examination of Cadet Whit- 


taker will be continued to-day by Judge-Advocate .

A CORNER IN MARCH OATS. 
’ On Wednesday Augustus H. Brown, a Pro- 
duce Exchange broker, was discovered to be heav- 


ily short of No. 2 oats for March delivery. The: 


parties holding his contracts offered to settle on 
the basis of 46 cents per bushel, but the offer was 
declined. After business hours that day 5,000 bush- 
els of the grade mentioned were taken at 4614, and 
before call yesterday morning 5,000 bushels addi- 
tional were taken at 4634, but whether by Brown 


or the bulls was not learned. Creditors represent- 
ing 60,000 bushels yesterday notified the Chairman 


‘ of the Grain Committee that Brown was in de- 


fault, and, under the rule governing such cases, 
he bought in that quantity for Brown’s ac- 
count at the second call. The first 5,000 bush- 
els cost 4714, the second 5,000 4734, and the re- 
maining 50,000 48. The unusual character 
of the transaction and the ‘dullness of general 
business attracted a large crowd to the caller’s 
?tand and gave rise to considerable discussion. Mr. 
Brown is understood to have acted for other parties, 
ewbose names he refuses to give up. No. 2 oats 
afterward sold at 45 cents. No. 2 corn opened on 
the Exchange at 61, which was 1 cent under Wednes- 
day’s latest quotations for spot, and 134 cents 
under those for March delivery. At that rate a 
boat load wae purch d this appeared to be suf 
ficient to effect settlements, for the market imme- 
diately broke, and at the close it was im ble to 
place car-loads at 5844. There was no troublein 
settling March wheat contracts. It is understood

OBTAINING JEWELRY BY FRAUD. 

Joseph Jaquemo, an Italian jeweler, was ar- 
taigned by Assistant District Attorney Lyon, in the 
General! Sessions Court, yesterday, on three indict- 
ments charging him. with larceny by trick and de- 
vice. The papers charged the accused with having 
represented to Virgilio Del Genovese, a jeweler, 
at No. 354 Bowery, that he had secured customers 
who wished to purchase jewelry on profitable 
terms. Onthe strength of these representations 
Mr. Genovese’ intrusted Jaquemo with watches, 
chains, diamonds, and other jewelry, valued in all 
at $750. Instead of selling the jewelry and return-

pwnuse. He eluded the Police until the 13th ult., 
when he was by Detective Adams, of the 
Central Office. Jacquemo pleaded guilty to one of 
the three indictments found against him. and Re- 
corder Smyth sentenced him to two years and six 
months in State Prison.

I 
therefore deem myself fortunate in the knowledge 
that their record for fidelity, integrity. and ability in 
the past is such as to justify the expectation of its con- 
tinuance in the future. Under the able administration 
of my honored predecessor, the Postal Service in this

and which could never have been established, and 
certainly cannot be maintained, except through 
the honest and continuous efforts of all 
connected with that service to secure for it efficient 
performance, and ee lpentageeme a wherever possible. 

he public have a right to expect that there shall be 
no relaxation of those efforts, and it fs my desire and 
intention not to allow that expectation to remain un- 
fulfilled. The increased and increasing bulk of the mail 
matter originating here and elsewhere—the natural 
result of a return of business prosperity and of re- 
newed and extending activity in ali branches of trade 
and industry—has imposed upon each of the working 
force of this office great additional labor, which | trust 
Ishall find means to reduce to fair and reasonable 
limits. It is proper, however, that all should be re- 
minded that those entering the postal service do ro 
with aiull knowledge of the exacting nature of its 
demands upon those engaged in it, and of the neces- 
sity that tuose dernands should be promptly mei at all 
times and under all circumstances. 

While due allowance will be made for such errors 
(should they occur) as may admit of excuse or ex- 
planation, negligence, indifference and inattention 
will in no case be overlooked; andI shail require from 
every employe a careful and thorough performance 
of the work to which he may be assigned and a strict 
obedience to authority. These alone can secure that 
perfection in the service which all connected with it 
should strive to secure. To the heads of divisions, de- 
partments, and branches of the office I desire to ex- 
— my appreciation of the value of their services in 

he past, and my reliance on their cordial support in 
the future; and I shali expect from all in the service, 
from the oldest veteran as well as from the youngest 
recruit, a faithfuland diligent performance of their 
prescribed duties, ana the devotion of their best ener- 
gies to the interests of the service. I propose no de- 
parture from the principles which governed the action 
of my predecessor with respect to appointment, pro- 
motions, and removals, 

In conclusion, I extend to all my personal good 
wishes and the assurance that it shall be my en- 
deavor, in the regulation of detailsin matters of dis- 
cipline, organization, and other internal affairs of the 
office, to act with discretion, impartiality, and justice, 
and with a view to the maintenance of efficiency and 
good order, as well as to the extension and _ improve. 
ment of the postal facilities of the City of New-York.

SECRETARY WINDOM’S POLICY. 


THE IMPORTANT CONFERENCE TO BE HELD 
IN THE S8UB-TREASURY TO-DAY. 

The Hon. William Windom, Secretary of 
the Treasury, arrived at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel at 
4:30 yesterday afternoon. He was accompanied by 
Attorney-General Wayne MacVeagh. J. J. Knox, 
Controller of the Currency; J. K. Upton, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasurv, and E. J. Babcock, who 
acted as private secretary to Mr. Sherman, Mr. 
Windom’s predecessor in the Cabinet. Almost im- 
mediately after his arrival, the clerks at the hotel 
were besieged by persons who desired interviews 
with the Secretary. Mr. Windom received all who 
called,in company with Mr. MacVeagh, and talked 
pleasantly to them, giving to every one a few mo- 
ments, although he was greatly wearied by his 


journey from Washington. Amongthe representa- 

tive bankers who visited him were John A. Stew- 

art, President of the United States Trust Company; 

Jesse Seligman; Franklin ;Haven, President of the 

Merchants’ National Bank of Boston; the Kountze 

Brothers; Joseph B. Moors. of the firm .of 

Joseph B. Moors & Co., of Bostof, and H. E. 

Thompson, of St. Paul, Minn. Each of these 

gentlemen was accorded a private interview, and 

gave the Secretary his ideas of what the future 
financial policy of the Government ought to be. 

At 8:15 the venerable Peter Cooper visited Mr. 

Windom, and was closeted with him for a half 

hour. Among the other prominent gentlemen re- 

ceived by the Secretary were Assistant Treasurer 

Gen. Thomas Hillhouse, Collector Merritt, Gen. B. 

H. Bristow, ex-Gov. Frederick Smythe, of New- 

Hampshire, and Sir Leonard Tilley, of Canada. 

To a Times reporter Secretary Windom said the 
programme of his movements, as already published, 
was strictly correct. ‘I am here,” he said, “to 
take counsel with the leading financial men of the 
country before determinin Le ge any policy with 
regard to taking up so much of the maturing debt 
as it is practicable to redeem with the limited 
means at my command. At the conference to- 
morrow, which will be quite informal, and 
confined to such gentlemen as are _ inter- 
ested in the subject and have views worth 
expressing, many important questions will be dis- 
cussed, among them the propriety of selling the 
remainder of the bonds authorized by the Funding 
act of 1870 at the price which they will now bring, 
and the expediency of borrowing money tempo- 
rarily at a low rate of interest under the act of 
June, 1864, to redeem the maturing debt. After the 
conference I may have something to say, but to- 

—_ I can add nothing to this programme.” 

i ontroller Knox emphatically denied the report 
that a policy had already been agreed upen by the 
Administration, and that the views of the bankers 
would have no weight with the Secretary, the 
presses visit being made merely for the purpose of 

olding a mock consultation. ‘No policy has been 
settled upon,” said Mr. Knox, “‘and the views ex- 
ressed in the conference to-morrow will be laid 
fore the Cabinet and given all the consideration 
due them.” The conference will begin at the Sub-

COTTON EXCHANGE MEMBERSHIP. 

A movement ison foot in the Cotten Ex- 
change for the enactment of a new by-law provid- 
ing for ‘“‘associate *’ members, on approval by the 
Board of Managers and payment of $1,000 initia- 
tion fee, It is proposed that such persons shall have 
the privileges of the floor of the Exchange at all 
times except during business meetings; that they 
shall have the same rights to buy or sell through 


full members as are given to non-resident members 
by the recently adopted new rules, viz.: at 74 
cents eg baie commission; that they shall have 
the t to transfer their certificates and the right 
of arbitration and appeal; that their certificates 
shall be liable to claims of full members, but not to 
claims of associate members; that they shall pay 
the same annual dues as full members, but sha 
not be liable to assessment, and that they shall 
obey all the rules of the Exchange and refuse bysi- 
ness from outsiders at less than 1214 cents a bale. 
It is made part of the ghee that 200 asso- 
ciate eeeice shall be offered to the public 
for 60 days, and that 40 full memberships at $5,000 
each shall be offered at the same time, and that 
when these last are disposed of the Exchange shall 
cease to have the right to sell seats. The petition 
asking for these changes was signed by alarge ma- 
jority of the members.

NO FURTHER MYSTERY IN THE 
HOTEL, SUICIDE. | 


‘‘wrRS. C. M. JOHNSON’’ IDENTIFIED AS A 
MISS KATE MENDHEIM—HOW AN EDU- 
CATED WOMAN FELL INTO EVIL WAYsS— 


A FAMILIAR STORY. , 
“Mrs, Cc. M. Johnson, of New-Jersay,” who 


died at the St. James Hotel on Wednesday even- 
ing, was an unmarried woman, 21 years old. Her 
real name is not known, but she was the adopted 
daughter of M. Mendheim, formeriy a book-seller, 
but now of the firm of Unger & Mendheim, real es- 


tate agents, No. 208 Montgomery-street, San Fran- 
cisco, and she called herself Kate 0. Mendheim. 


Deputy Coroner Goldschmiedt made a post-mortem 


examination, and found that death was due to 
poisoning by a narcotic. Coroner Ellinger went to 
the room she occupied in the St. James Hotel and 
discovered a bottle which had contained 100 mor- 
phine pills, each having an eighth of a grain of 
morphine, and several pasteboard boxes which 


had contained morphine pills of the same strength. 


The Coroner took from the room many letters 


and a small pocket diary, and $30 which was in a 
porte-monnaie. He refused to show the letters to 
any one, but, after examining them and the diary, 
he said that he inferred that the girl took her life 
deliberately because she had become disgusted 


with her existence. She had been living with dis- 
reputable companions ana had been corrupted by 
them. One of the letters was from her father. It was 
dated San Francisco, Feb. 22, and was written in 
German. It was an affectionately worded letter, 
and referred to a letter from Kate in which she 
asked for money. Mr. Mendheim said that she did 
not need money, as she yet had $700. and as his 
means were limited, he did not send herany. Cor- 
oner Ellinger ascertained that Dickinson Brothers, 
of No. 40 Exchange-place, still hold $300 in the 
name of Kate O. Mendheim, and _ that they 
sold mining stock for her. Among her papers 
were found memoranda indicating that she was 
in New-York two years ago, and that at 
that time J. W. Seligman & Co., of No. 21 
Broad-street, sold $1,300 of mining stock for her. 
These circumstances, Coroner Ellinger argues, in- 
dicate that the woman did not commit suicide be- 
cause she was destitute. The other letters were 
mostly from women, apparently young and giddy. 
Some letters were from men, and were epistles 
such as no respectable young woman would re- 
ceive without feeling insulted. The diary was 
written in school-girl French. The entries showed 
that the writer had many male acquaintances, and 
that she addressed them by pet Christian names. 
Coroner Ellinger was visited by several persons 
who knew the woman. He refused to give their 
names, but said all he had learned was that Miss 
Mendheim had received a thorough education at 
Hamburg, Germany; that she completed it in 1878 
and came back to America, and that she was 
willful and giddy. She was a rather plain-looking 
girl, with German features, a high forehead, and 
golden-brown hair. She wore spectacles, and was 
vivacious and intelligent. 

Inquiries at hotels in which Miss Mendheim 
stopped jn 1878 and 1879 and recently resulted in 
the diacoee that she was not a desirable guest. 
She was at the Coleman House with one Etta John- 
son in December, 1878, and they were in February 
told to seek accommodations elsewhere, their 
conduct having occasioned much scandalous gos- 
sip. They went to a private boarding-house, and 
when the Summer season opened traveled to 
various watering-places. At the end of the 
season they stopped at the Rossmore Hotel, 
and they are remembered there as_ flirts. 
A month ago she went to the Rossmore Hotel, and 
a day or two after her arrival, while in the elevator, 
made the acquaintance of Charles ——, a theatrical 
agent. They became intimate, and Miss Mend- 
heim was infatutated with him. Miss Mendheim 
was requested to leave. She went to the St. Cloud 
Hotel. where she was joined by her lover, who had 
been to Boston. He fell sick, was nursed by Miss 
Mendheim, and he repaid her by deserting her. 
Miss Mendheim appeared to be broken-hearted, 
end her changed demeanor was talked about in 
the hotel. On the 25th inst. an odor of gas was de- 
tected in the corridor outside her room. She was 
found almost suffocated in bea, and the gas-burner 
was full on. When she recovered she was re- 
quested to leave the hotel, in where she had regis- 
tered as Kate O. Mendheim, and she went to the St. 
James. Two persons visited the undertaker, 
Clark, yesterday, and said that they would guaran- 
tee the funeral expenses, and directed him how 
the body should be disposed of. Coroner Ellinger 
notified Mr. Mendheim by telegraph of the death 
of his adopted daughter. Miss Mendheim’s ward- 
robe and effects were sent to the Coroners’ office. 
She had a good outfit, and her clothes, though of 
expensive materials, well made up, were not at all 
flashy. She possessed a few good articles of jewelry. 

From fragments of a letter found in the bedroom 
of the deceased, it appeared that ‘‘ Charlie” had 
made a proposal of marriage and asked her to 
meet him in Chicago. This was previous to his de- 
sertion of her. 


SHAWANHAKA SURVIVORS. 


THEY TESTIFY RESPECTING THE ABSENCE OF 
LIFE-SAVING APPLIANCES. 


The testimony taken yesterday on the trial 
of Inspectors Jayne and Mathews for manslaugh- 
ter, arising from their alleged negligence in the 
matter.of the inspection of the boilers of the steam- 
boat Seawanhaka, which was burned last Summer, 
was chiefly that of passengers who were on board 
the ill-fated vessel. Assistant United States Attorney 
Fiero has about concluded the expert evidence for 
the Government as to the condition of the boilers, 
and the testimony yesterday was to show the im- 


proper equipment of the vessel as to life-preserv- 
ers, life-boats, and life-rafts, and the actual loss of 
life by reason thereof. Some of the wit- 
nessess gave vivid deseriptions of the disas- 
ter and of their own experiences in it. 
George W. Skidmore, of Great Neck, Long 
Island, testified that he was a passenger, 
with his brother James, and that, on discovering 
the steamer to be on fire, they searched for life- 
preservers, but could find none. His brother leaped 
overboard and was drowned. Witness saw Dr. 
Jacob L. Diller clinging to the rails on the forward 

art of the boat, with his clothing and whiskers 

urning, and his daughter Eliza was trying to 
loosen Tis grip and induce him to jump overboard. 
Both Dr. Diller and his daughter lost their lives. 
There was no life-raft on the steamer and only two 
boats. Judge Benedict asked Mr. Fieroif he had 
any evidence to introduce showing what, under the 
law, was a proper complement of life-boats for the 


*! vessel, and Mr. Fiero said this vessel should have 


had six boats, and that he would introduce the 
regulations of the ‘Treasury Department on 
that subject. Gen. Foster, for the defense, 
said the number ot boats required depended on the 
number of passengers the steamer was licensed to 
carry, and whether she was a Sound steamer or 
plying on a river route. On the cross-examination 
of Mr. Skidmore, Gen. Foster elicited the ad- 
mission that his brother James might not have lost 
his life if he had not made an attempt to go aft 
and had remained where the witness did. , Dr. 
Louis L. Seaman, resident surgeon at the Ward's 
Island Hospital, verified the finding of Dr. Diller’s 
dead body in the wreck of the steamer, and’ the 
fact that Miss Diller was badly burned and taken to 
the hospital. , 

Mrs. Mary E. Gray testified that she was in the 
ladies’ cabin with her baby when the fire broke 
out. There were about 75 other women there with 
babies and older children. She screamed with ter- 
ror, and a gentleman told her he would take care 
of her baby if she would get a life-preserver. She 
searehed, but could find none. . Then she climbed 
out of the cabin window, and the gentleman 
handed her baby to her. Thinking she might as 
well be drowned as burned to death 
she jumped overboard with her baby, and 
lost it in the water. Seeing a lady 
in the water with a life-preserver on she clung to 
that lady and was saved, but the baby was 
drowned. William R. age 4 husband of this wit- 
ness, testified that he saw the baby lying dead in 
‘the Morgue afterward. Dr. James T. Trask, of 
Astoria, testified that he was called to aid two 
women who were brought ashore at As- 
toria from the wreck. He resuscitated one, but the 
other was already dead. John D. Flynn, of No. 
2,249 Second-avenue, testified that his sister was 
one of the victims of the disaster, and that he 
identified her body after it was recovered. Charles 
Spiro, a lawyer, said he was on board the vessel 
when she was burned, in company with Joseph L. 
Stein, a lawyer. Stein was aft when they saw the 
fire, and he never saw him again. Large numbers 
of passengers were running to and fro, looking for 
life-preservers, but none were to be had, and he 
also saw a large number of people in the water 
without life-preservers. Altogether he saw only 
two or three persons who had on life-preservers. 
He saw one of the two life-boats ablaze on the 
vessel. A day or two before that hoe had especially 
observed the life-boat, because one of its seams 
was open about a quarterof aninch. It was on 
the starboard side of the vessel, and the open crack 
was about 5 inches from the keel. Atone time he 
suggested to some persons that they throw the 
burning boat overboard and get into it, 
but finally it was totally destroyed. Gen. 
Foster asked the witness why he _ wished 
to get into a burned or burning boat, and Mr. Spiro 
replied that he would have clung to a respectable 
sized straw at that time. One or two other wit- 
nesses proved the loss of individual livesin the 
disaster, and after Mr. Fiero had putin evidence 
the Treasury rules for the life-saving equipment of 
Stiegl steamers, the case was adjourned till to- 

ay.

TROUBLE IN A SING SING CHURCH. 

There is trouble in St. Paul’s Episcopal 
Church, Sing Sing, of which the Rev. J. O. Drumm 
is the Rector. Mr. Drumm became the Pastor of 
the church last December, and is spoken of as an 
eloquent preacher. After the evening service last 


Sunday Vestryman Todd presented to Mr. Drumm 
& paper signed by the Vestrymen, the purport of 
which was that his resignation as Rector of the 
church would be accepted by tie Vestry. Mr. 
Dramm took the paper, and, after commenting on 
the unbecomiag manner in which it haa been pre- 
sented, retired to his home. There were sev- 
eral causes for the action of the Vestry- 
men. A Times reporter called on several of them, 
who said that they did not consider Mr. Drumm 
the right man for the parish. One of them said 
that as soon as he came to the church he com- 
menced making some changes in the order of the 
service, and all were struck with the idea that he 
had strong high church views and inclinations 


which he intended to introduce into this church, 
and they did not like it and would not have it. Al- 


though they all admitted that he was a fluent and 


able speaker, calculated to become popular with 


those who only desired to hear a fine discourse, 
hey he thought he was not fitted for the place, 
and that they had been perhaps a little hasty in 
calling him to the Rectorship. Mr. Todd admit- 
ted to the _ reporter that he had _ served 

aper asking for Mr. Drumm’s resignation. 
The Rector, in conversation with a Timers report- 
er yesterday, denied that he had been called on to 


resign, He said he did not know how long he 
would stay in the parish, as it was not very agreea- 


ble to him; he did not feel it was exactly his 


place; he had discovered petty disputes among the 
parishioners and he had endeavored to right mat- 
ters. In conclusion, he said he did not know of 
any desire on the part of his church to depose him.

BUSY AT CHURCH ALL SATURDAY AFTER- 


NOON—PARTIAL CORROBORATION OF 


THE STORY. 


Miss Nellie Cunningham was not in the 
Yorkville Police Court yesterday afternoon when 
the case of her alleged assailant, John R. Camp, 
was called. <A certificate from her physician, Dr. 


Charles Milne, explained her absence, setting forth 
that she was prostrated to such a degree by the 


roceedings of Wednesday that it would be a phys- 
cal impossibility for her at present to appear in 
court. The first witness was Sergt. Patrick H. 
Pickett, whose testimony was unimportant, con- 
sisting of references to conversation had with the 
risoner when arrested on Sunday night. Camp 

imself was then called, and detailed with great 
minuteness what he claimed to be his every move- 
ment on Saturday, the day of the assault, Camp 
has not an altogether frank countenance, but he 
told his story in court with an air of honesty that 
convinced many of his innocence. On _ one oc- 
casion, when something came out much in his 
favor, the spectators expressed their pleasure by 
applause not readily puppressed. He protested that 
he knew nothing of the burglary at Mr. Eagan’s 
premises or the assault on Miss Cunningham, and 
declared further that, up to the time of his arrest, 
he had never been in Mr. Eagan’s house orin the 
presence of the young lady. His sworn statement 
agreed fully with that already printed. In account- 
ing for his whereabouts on Saturday at the time 
of the attack on Miss Cunningham, he said he 
returned from dinner to his work at St. Bartholo- 
mew’s Church at 2 o’clock, and remained there 
till 6, when he went to supper. At 2:300’clock he 
testified that he was engaged in conversation with 
Mrs. McKenzie, who was cleaning the church. He 
saw her again between 3:15 and 3:30, and again con- 
versed with her. The conversation related to fur- 
niture. ‘The fact is,” said Camp, “I am engaged 
to be married, and I expect soon to have to buy 
some furniture.”’ After this conversation, at 8:15, 
he had another with Mrs. McKenzie about 5 o'clock. 
He was in and about the church all the time. His 
duties on Saturday always keep him busily engaged 
at the church in preparing for properly heating the 
church on Sunday. During Lent he is particularly 


usy. ‘ 

At the end of this testimony, counsel for the 
prisoner announced that there was reason to be- 
lieve Miss Cunningham was by no means so ill as 
she had led her physician-to suppose. ‘* There is a 
reputable gentleman in court,’”? he continued, 
‘* who, within five minutes, has seen the girl walk- 
ing briskly along Third-avenue.” No evidence 
supporting this assertion was produced, and Mr. 
Eagan, the relative of the young lady, said that 
when Miss Cunningham reached home on Wednes- 
day evening from court she was so affected that 
she was attacked with spasms, and for two hours 
was unconscious. She complained of great pain 
near her heart, and there is reason to fear she has 
suffered serious internal injuries. Mrs. Christina 
McKenzie, of No. 1,026 Third-avenue, a gray: 
haired old Scotch lady, “long a widow, 
and for these 15 years in charge of the 
cleaning of St. Bartholomew’s Church,” as 
she explained, was sworn. She displayed decided 
conscientiousness, qualifying every statement, and 
seemed to be in constant dread of doing some one 
injury by a careless word. She knew nothing of 
Camp, except from seeing him at the church. The 
last time she saw him on Saturday was at 6 o'clock in 
the evening, when she left the church. She previ- 
ously saw him at a little after 4 o'clock, and before 
that at about 2. He was in his ordinary work- 
ing clothes. She had reason to believe he was 
working in and about the church all the afternoon, 
inasmuch as when she saw him he seemed to 
have been so engaged. The attention of 
the witness was called to the fact that 
the assault upon Miss Cunningham was made be- 
tween 3:30 and 4 o’clock; but she could not re- 
member having seen Camp between 2 and4. “It 
is likely, though,’”’ she said, “that he was in the 
church at the time, for I remember he was hard at 
work early in the afternoon, and I recollect saying 
to him that he appeared to be having an extra busy 
day of it.”” ‘‘Now, Judge,” said the witness, as 
she left the chair, “‘my memory is only middling, 
and my testimony. it is likely. is not correct on 
that account.” The case will have further hearing 


this afternoon.

ZOLTEOC REMAINS IN MEXICO. 


WORK OF THE EXPEDITION AS EXPLAINED 
BY MR. DESIRE DE CHARNAY. 


Mr. Desiré de Cnarnay, the archeologist, 
who is engaged in making excavations in the ruins 
of ancient Mexican cities, was in this City yester- 
day, having just left the scene of his labors for the 
benefit of his health and to procure a new assort- 


ment of materials for carrying on hiswork. To- 
day he starts for Boston, and next week will 
sail for France, and return to Mexico in 
October. Mr. Charnay is not in love with Mexico, 
at least so far as the weather is concerned. Every- 
thing was moist, and fevers and numberless other 
diseases were engendered. For two months Mr. 
Charnay and his party lived an amphibious life, so 
to speak, and at Palenque all his servants were 
prostrated with sickness. Since they left the City 
of Mexico for the ruined cities they slept in the 
ruins of ancient temples, houses and graves. Mr. 
Charnay is very much thinner than when he was 
last in New-York, a year ago, and his face bears 
traces of suffering. He exhumed three ancient 
cities in the course of his researches, and secured 
about a thousand antiques of stone, pottery, &c. 
Some of the pottery was enaineled. He made 
numerous impressions of hieroglyphics, and took 
hundreds of photographs. 

He began his researches about the volcano 
Popocatepetl, which: has an altitude of about 
13,000 feet. He exhumed the city of Tula, the an- 
cient Toltec capital, which was inhabited, accord- 
ing to some authors, about the year 667. Extensive 
excavations were also made by Mr. Charnay in 
Teotihuacan, the City of the Gods, and Mr. Char- 
nay is of opinion that this also was a Toltec city. 
He was led to this conclusion by seeing that the 
houses and public buildings were constructed after 
the model of those in Tula. The city of Comalcal- 
co, in Tobasco, must also have been inhabited 
by Toltecs, because the architecture of this 
place and the carvings and ornaments 
resembled those found in the two other ruined 
cities. Mr. Charnay did not find any similarity 
whatever between the hieroglyphics of ancient 
Mexico and those of the ancients of the Old Worla, 
and hence does not believe that Phenician sailors 
ever reached the American continent. The civi- 
lization of ancient Mexico, he thought, was an 
original Toltec civilization, and the Aztec was 
merely a revival of the Toltec civilization. 
Whether the Toltec race still existed dis- 
tinct from the Indians of the eninsula, 
or whether the present Mexican Indians were 
the descendants of that people, Mr. Charnay was 
not yet prepared to say.’»:Asto the sun worship, 
it was not p Poeown to conclude that the ola Mexi- 
eans had learned that religion from other races. 
Very many barbarous and savage races adored the 
sun, and this would be avery natural form of wor- 
ship, from the fact that the sun was the source of 
light and warmth, and the support of life. How- 
ever, Mr. Charnay was led to suppose that 
Japanese and Chinese theology had reached Mexi- 
co. In what manner he had not yet discovered, 
but it probably was introduced by some ship- 
wretkea Japanese sailors on the Mexican coast. 
Mr. Charnay observed a similarity in structure be- 
tween ancient Mexican and Japanese temples, and 
Mr. Orozco Yberra, who died only three months 
ago, told Mr. Charnay that he thought Buddhism 
had greatly influenced the ancient Mexicans. After 
Mr. Charnay shall have completed his researches 
he will publish the result of his discoveries ina

He 
was. paid a salary of $1,200 a year, but lately the 
firm missed goods, and learning that Mills was liv- 
ing beyond his means suspected him of the thefts. 
On Tuesday they detected him in the act of carry- 
ing off about $15 worth of goods, and caused his 
arrest. An investigation was made, and it is al- 
leged to have been found that he had stolen about 
$700 worth of property. Mills was taken before 
Justice Wandell, in the Tombs Court, yesterday, 
and committed for trial in default of bail.

THE BONDS OF THE TOWN OF HANCOCK. 
From the Rochester Democrat, March 23. 

An important case, involving the validity of 
certain bonds issued by the town of Hancock, Del- 
aware County, in aid of the New-York and Oswego 
Midland Railroad Company, has just been decided 
by the Court of Appeals adverse to the holder of 
the bonds. The facts of the case are briefly as fol- 
lows: The bonds to the amount of $100,000 were 
issued to one Culver, a contractor in the building 
of the road, who received them in good faith and 
sold them to various parties, the plaintiff in the ac- 
tion, John 8. Cagroin, being one. The formalities 
of the law of 1866 were conformed with, the 
Assessor of the town making affidavit that the con- 
sent of a majority of the tax-payers of the 
town had been procured antecedent to the 
issue and delivery of the bonds. The town 
contested the payment of certain coupons, 
basing its defense solely upon the averment 
that the affidavit of the Assessor did not state the 
truth, and that the requisite consent had not been 
obtained. The case was first tried before a Referee, 
who decided ,in favor of the town. His secision 
Was reversed by the General Term of the Sunreme 


ruled by the Gourt of Appeals, Judge Earl writing 
y e Court o peals, Judge : 
the v yonye From this decision there is no ap 


peal, 
and there will probably be little disposition to oriti- 


cise the purely legal aspects of the case. The, 


proper consent should have been obtained, and 
upon this branch of the case the finding ofthe Ref- 
ereeis justly held to be conclusive.

bonds is not protected by his alleged bona fide: 
holding, as there can be no bona fide holding of’ 
bonds the issue of which is unauthorized.

Acommittee of the Legislature appointed to investi. 
gate the manufacture of oleomargarine oil and butter, 
and to ascertain whether those products, and not the 
reeking filth and rotting garbage :eft by the street- 
cleaning authorities in the pubiic streets, are the 
cause of New-York’s increased mortality, has been in 
session in this City.
